The remains of Gen. Erasmus Darwin Keyes, formerly 
of the U. S. Army, who died Oct. 14 at Nice, France, 
are being brought to West Point, N. Y., for interment. 


Gen. Samuel Augustus Duncan, a distinguished volun- 
teer officer during the war, brevetted Brigadier General 
for gallantry at Spring Hill, Va., and Major General for 
gallantry during the war, died suddenly at Englewood, 
N. J., Oct. 18, in the sixtieth year of his age. 

Col. Levi Woodhouse, who died Oct. 16 at Albany, N. 
Y., was born in 1823 in Hartford, Conn., served with dis- 
tinction during the Mexican War as Lieutenant of U. S. 
infantry and received the brevet of 1st Lieutenant for 
his gallantry at Chapultepec. He was discharged in 
1848. When the War of the Rebellion broke out he 
was active in the organization of regiments, and went to 
the front as Colonel of the 4th Connecticut Inf., but re- 
signed after a short service. 

A Vienna dispatch of Oct. 21 reports that Lieut. Gen. 
G. D. von Adelshelm, a retired officer of the Austrian 
army, first shot his wife on that day and then committed 
suicide. Embarrassed circumstances seems to have been 
the cause. 

A Fort Bayard correspondent writes: “Just as taps 
were being sounded in the still, clear night of Oct. 19, 
Gen. Thomas Gamble Pitcher, U. S. A., retired, passed 
quietly away. At his bedside were his two sons, Capt. 
William L., of the infantry, and Capt. John, of the cav- 
alry, and his faithful servant James. He had come to 
Bayard in search of health and to be with his son Jobn. 
On Oct. 20 the remains were escorted to the depot by 
the 24th Inf. and a squadron of the 1st and 7th Cav., 
under command of the lifelong friend of the deceased, 
Col. J. F. Kent, 24th Inf. The remains, escorted by 
both sons, go to Washington to be interred in Rock 
Creek Cemetery beside those of his life partner, who but 
a few short months ago left him. Gen. Pitcher’s life at 
Bayard among his Army friends was ideal and most 
happy.” The deceased officer had a distinguished rec- 
ord. He was graduated from the Military Academy in 
1845, appointed to the infantry, served in the Mexican 
War and received the brevet of 1st Lieutenant for his 
gallantry in the battles of Contreras and Churubusco. 
When the War of the Rebellion broke out he was Cap- 
tain of the 8th Inf. and received the brevet of Major in 
1862 for gallantry at Cedar Mountain, where he was se- 
verely wounded. In November of that year he was ap- 
pointed Brigadier General of Volunteers. At the close 
of the war he received brevets from Colonel to Brigadier 
General for gallantry and meritorious services. In July. 
1866, he was apponited Colonel of the 44th Inf.; served 
as superintendent of the U. S. Military Academy from 
August, 1866, to September. 1870, and was governor of 
the Soldiers’ Home from 1870 to 1877: was assigned to 
the 1st Inf. in 1870 and retired in 1878 on account of 
wounds received in the line of duty.. Such is the record 
in brief of as gallant an officer and as kindly a gentle- 
man as ever wore the uniform of his country. 


Bvt. Maj. Stephen G. Whipple, Capt. U. S. A., re- 
tired, who died this week at Eureka, Cal., served gal- 
lantly during the war as Lieutenant Colonel of the 1st 
Battalion, California Inf., receiving the brevet of Colonel 
of Volunteers for his services. In 1867 he was appoint- 
ed Captain 32d Inf., assigned to the 1st Cav. in 1870, 


and retired Oct. 31, 1884, on account of disability in the 
line of duty. He received the brevet of Major in 1890 
for gallant services in action against Indians at Clear- 
water, Idaho, July 11 and 12, 1877. 

The following resolutions were adopted at a regular 
meeting of the Board of 
city of Philadelphia, on Oct. 18, 1895: 

‘Resolved, That the Board of Harbor Commissioners of 
the city of Philadelphia has heard with sincere sorrow the 
announcement of the death of Lieut. Albert M. D’Armit, 
Cc. E. U. 8S. A., which occurred at West Point on Oct. 13, 
1895, after a brief and severe illness contracted in the line 
of duty. This talented and manly young officer was on duty 
in connection with the Government works in this district 
during the years 1892 and 1893. During his term of service 
in Philadelphia he gained the admiration of all with whom 
he was associated by his energy and ability, and their affec- 
tion by his manliness and admirable social qualities. 

“Resolved, That this board tenders to his widow its heart- 
felt sympathy in her bereavement. 

“Resolved, That a copy of this minute be sent to Mrs. 
A. M. D’Armit.” 





An interesting synopsis of the present position of the 
Enropean powers in the matter of armaments has just 
been published. At the head of all stands Russia with 
an army of 858,000 men in peace times, or a percentage 
of 9 soldiers to every 1,000 inhabitants. Germany comes 
next with an effective strength of 580,000 men, which 
works out at 13 per 1,000. France follows Germany 
with an army of 512,000 men, or 14 per 1,000. In Aus- 
tria-Hungary the effective is only 380,000, with the per- 
centage 10 per 1,000. Italy comes next with an effec- 
tive of 300,000, and only 1 per 1,000, while the English 
army is said to have a total effective of 230,000, and a 

reentage of 6 per 1,000. The Republic of Switzerland 

as a force of 131,000, with a levy of 45 per 1,000 of 
the inhabitants; the Spanish Army has 100,000 effec- 
tives, or a percentage of 6 soldiers per 1,000 inhabitants.

It is true that there have been sev- 
eral unpleasant occurrences at Fort Sheridan, and be- 
cause of them a disposition has been manifested to give 
the entire regiment an evil reputation. Lieut. Col. P. D. 
Vroom, Inspr. Gen. of the Department of the Missouri, 
made an inspection last month of this regiment and Fort 
Sheridan. He had no fault whatever to find with the 
discipline of this command, saying that it was excellent. 
Reports of this character were made by Capt. J. M. Lee, 
9th Inf., who was for some time Acting Inspr. Gen. of 
the Department. 


The examination of candidates for the office of Ord- 
nance Sergeant will take place next month, and Brig. 
Gen. Flagler, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, nomi- 
nated thirty-six enlisted men for the examinations. 
Within the past month or so many applications have 
been received at the War Department of candidates for 
these positions and the sum total of those on file reached 
seventy odd. In selecting the men who are to undergo 
the examinations Gen. Flagler took into consideration 
the record of the applicant and his length of service. 
There are now only a few vacancies in the grade of Ord- 
nuance Sergeants, but those who pass the examination 
will be assigned to vacancies as they occur. There is 
also to be an examination of candidates for the grade of 
Acting Hospital Stewards. There are quite a number of 
vacancies in this grade at the present time. There are 
at present twenty applications on file for examination 
and in case the candidates should pass when examined 
they will be immediately assigned to duty as Acting 
Hospital Stewards. 


Adml. Kirkland has the reputation of being an intelli- 
gent and efficient oflicer, but given somewhat too much 
for his own good to speaking and writing his opinions 
freely. Though it would be difficult to find an officer of 
the English or American Navy who does not wholly 
agree with the Admiral’s opinion concerning missiona- 
ries, few officers of our Navy have the indiscretion to say 
what they think. They will have still less disposition to 
do so hereafter, knowing as they do that the Navy De- 
partment recognizes the potency of the religious senti- 
ment that, in this country and in England, sympathizes 
with missionary propagandism. The indiscretion shown 
by Adml. Kirkland in the matter of the missionaries 
would appear to be the chief occasion for relieving him 
of the command of the European station. The letter to 
the President of the French Republic might have been 
passed over, for the only Frenchmen who vote in this 
country are the few who have been naturalized, and 
even they understand too little of our language and the 
influences that are controlling here to greatly influence 
publie affairs. Hazing the chaplain of the New York 
because his uniform did not please the Admiral was also 
a venal offense, but to shock the religious sentiment of 
the United States is to commit the unpardonable sin. So 
Rear Adml. Kirkland is relieved six months in advance 
of the termination of his tour of duty. Commo. Sel- 
fridge, who succeeds him, is one of the most efficient of- 
ficers in the service and will doubtless sustain his past 
record in this connection on the European station. It is 
understood that the Department is considering the ad- 
visability of increasing the squadron in European waters. 
It is said that either the Columbia or the Minneapolis, 
the Maine or the Texas, and perhaps one other vessel, 
will be assigned to duty under the new Admiral, 


Our naval officers complain that the Spanish Consuls 
with whom they come in contact are not only too of- 
ficious, but conspicuously inexact in their statements. 
Capt. Johnson, commanding the U. 8S. 8S. Cincinnati, re- 
ports that the Spanish Consul at Tampa recently in- 
formed Minister Dupuy de Lome that he had given in- 
formation to Capt. Johnson concerning a filibustering 
expedition which would leave Cedar Keys. He claimed 
that Capt. Johnson failed to make an investigation, and 
the Spanish Minister reported his statement to the State 
Department. Capt. Johnson repudiated the charge at 
the time and followed his denial up by a report which 
reached the Navy Department on Saturday last. This 
report specifically denied the Spanish Consul’s statements 
and contained a statement from the Commander of the 
revenue cutter McLane which substantiated every word 
of Capt. Johnson’s claim that he fully investigated the 
report and found, as he expected, that there was nothing 
in it. He says the filibustering situation is unchanged. 
Cubans who were on the Keys some weeks ago have in- 
creased in numbers, but they are being closely watched 
by the McLane and Winona, revenue cutters, and any 
steamers visiting the islet upon which they are located 
will be seized. Capt. Johnson is firmly convinced that it 
will be impossible for this party to leave. 


John W. Keely, of Keely motor fame, has been finally 
compelled to confess himself a failure, not to say a fraud. 
In a circular addressed “to all who hold stock of the 
Keely Motor Co., scrip promises of interests in enter- 
prises resulting from my work, or obligations of any 
sort signed by me and outstanding against me,” he says, 
“I find myself nearing a practical solution of the prob- 
lems which, for a considerable time, have engaged my 
attention, and I know that the force I discovered some 
twenty-two years ago is entirely different from the force 
which I am now researching; and, furthermore, I find 
that the old force and inventions connected therewith 
are practically valueless, because I am unable to har- 
ness or control the force for commercial purposes by any 
of the devices constructed for its use. Assuming that 
my speculative obligations covered by Keely Motor Co.’s 
stock, assignments of promised interests and kindred 
obligations of whatever sort, amount to, say, ten mill- 
ions of dollars par value, I desire to set aside a par 
equivalent in stock of the new company to cancel these.” 
This would appear to be a case of “sowing the wind and 
reaping the whirlwind.” Even as it is Keely proposes 
to retain enough of his new stock to provide working 
capital and to take care of himself, “so that I may be 
able to prosecute experiments for the further spplication 
of the new force to my heart’s content.” Meanwhile 
Mrs. Bloomfield Moore continues to write, the “New 
Science Review,” of Philadelphia, for October, in which 
Keely’s circular appears, containing an article by her on 
“The Action of Force in Spiro-Vortex,” in which we 
are told that “Keely has grasped this great hidden se- 
cret—the power of the will—and now offers the key of 
the door that leads from the realm of matter to the 
realm of mind to all who are ready to pursue their re- 
searches in new fields.” 

We have submitted the article entitled “The Ventila- 
tion of the Boiler Room,” on page 123 of this number of 
the “Army and Navy Journal,” to Engr.-in-Chief George 
W. Melville, U. S. N., who favors us with this expres- 
sion of opinion concerning it: 

“There is hardly any limit to the endurance of the 
men with great will power when great physical labors 
are imposed upon them, providing they work in a brac- 
ing atmosphere. The same men will soon succumb if 
they are kept at work in places where the air is vitiated. 
It is no exaggeration to say that it is highly probable 
that the result of the next naval conflict will be mate- 
rially influenced by the condition of the fire-rooms of the 
contending fleets in regard to ventilation. I believe with 
you that the air should be forced in and not drawn out 
in providing for an efficient means of ventilation. This 
question must be settled in great part by the naval Engi- 
neer. The general weakness of the present system of 
ventilating warships is in a design, which makes the 
regulation of the temperature of the fire-room a part of 
the general ventilating system. The hesitancy to cut 
holes in bulkheads has been carried to an excess. In or- 
der to obviate this necessary work ventilation pipes with 
numerous bends and angles have been fitted. 

I believe that the most effective system would be to 
have one set of blowers for the forward part of the ship, 
permit the Engineer to ventilate and design the system 
for the fire and engine rooms, and have a third plant for 
the after part of the vessel. Te 

At present the Naval Engineer has no voice in the de- 
sign of the ship’s ventilation, except so far as he may be 
incidentally a member of some board investigating this 
subject. As the men are crowded in the forward part 
of the vessel, and as they are in their hammocks but a 
short period of each day, the ventilators for this part of 
the ship should be run at a high speed and should be of 
large capacity. The system of ventilating the fire and 
engine rooms should be of such a nature that it could be 
used in connection with forced draft. The ventilation of 
the after part of the vessel, where the officers are in 
their quarters continually, should be controlled indepen- 
dently of the other part of the vessel. The great objec- 
tion that I can see to the admirable system outlined in 
your article would consist in the space occupied in the 
methods suggested. The tendency aboard a modern 
naval vessel has been to reduce the number of pipes in 
the fire-room, not to increase them. Your method hard- 
ly provides for the men in the bunkers, and the ventila- 
tion of these places at present is radically defective.” 

Another naval officer of high rank to whom the article 
was shown evinced equal interest in the subject and 
suggested that the air heated in pipes passing over the 
boilers might be turned by means of a pipe containing an 
electric fan so as to blow upon the men at work. This 
would answer the fundamental requirement of our sug- 
gestion that ventilation should be accomplished with 
warmed air, and it has the very great merit that the 
piercing of bulkheads would be reduced to a minimum 
or avoided altogether. Neither of these officers ex- 
pressed an gpinion upon the real basis of our article, 
which is individual refrigeration as opposed to room ven- 
tilation, but this is really a novelty in marine practice 
and requires mature reflection. How to apply this im- 
portant principle is a question for Engineers and Con- 
structors, but the rise of electricity as a motive power, 
with consequent ease of installing local fans, has brought 
the question of ship ventilation to an entirely new phase 
of development. 


Gen. Longstreet, referring to his speech at Chicka- 
mauga with reference to the Monroe doctrine, is quoted 
as saying in a recent interview: “The next war between 

Sngland and the United States should be fought, not in 
Hampton Roads, nor in New York Harbor, but in the 
English Channel, where the Yankee huzza and the rebel 
yell should resound along the British seacoast. My de- 
cided preference would be to fight under the Stars and 
Stripes against the blood red cross of George IIL., and if 
British cannon roar along the Venezuelan frontier it will 
be inevitably responded to by the thunder of American 
artillery.” 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg this week announced 
that the Russian Government had closed a contract with - 


the Carnegie Steel Co. for a large amount of its patent 
carbonized reforged armor. The amount ordered at this 
time is 1,100 tons, or enough to keep the Homestead 
plant busy for five months, at the expiration of which 
time the contract calls for delivery of the armor. This 
is an instructive comment upon what was said last week 
concerning the policy of encouraging American manufac- 
tories by giving them government orders instead of ex- 
pending public money to destroy them by building up 
rival establishments. The armor ordered by Russia is 
of the same kind as that which sustained remarkable 
tests at the Indian Head Proving Ground some weeks 
ago. The Carnegie company made another plate about 
the same time it made the one for the United States 
Government and sent it to Russia. The results of the 
tests in Russia were the same as here, and the Russian 
Government immediately closed a contract for armor 
plates for a new warship that is building. Mr. Carnegie 
is quoted as saying: “The order comes at a fortunate’ 
time, because the United States’ orders are about fin- 
ished and the armor plant at Homestead would have 
been idle. Now we have five full months of work, and 
the company is delighted to keep its invaluable, skilled 
workmen that have been trained for several years and 
have just attained perfection.” 


Those who are familiar with the affairs of the mili- 
tary order of Loyal Legion at the Capital would have 
known that the management of the recent successful 
meeting of the Commandery-in-Chief must of necessity 
have been in charge of the able Recorder of the Wash- 
ington Commandery, W. P. Huxford, U. 8. A., retired. 
From inception to conclusion all the “arrangements” 
were formulated, perfected and managed by Maj. Hux- 
ford, and what credit, if any, insures for the successful 
result—i. e., if the complimentary and congratulatory ex- 
pressions, oral and written, at the time and since, of the 
participants (both guests and contributors), are compe- 
tent evidence—attained, should be given only where due. 
While the funds for the entertainment of visiting mem- 
bers of the Commandery-in-Chief were voluntarily con- 
tributed by (a portion of) the members of the Command- 
ery, and the arrangements were nominally in charge of a 
Committee of the Board of Officers, the latter were, as 
said, planned and carried out by Maj. Huxford almost 
unaided, and the burden of responsibility and anxiety as 
to final financial and social success were his alone. 


Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles has gone to Headquarters 
of the Department of the East for the purpose of mak- 
ing final arrangements for the transfer of his family to 
Washington. e is expected to return to the Capital 
City next week. Gen. Miles’ trip will be an exceedingly 
busy one. He has laid out a rough draft of his proposed 
annual report to the Secretary of War, and it is his in- 
tention to give consideration to what he intends to say 
in this document while he is away from his desk at the 
War Department. He took with him from Washington 
the annual reports of the Department Commanders, all 
of which have been received. Three most important rec- 
ommendations are made by Brig. Gen. Stanton, Paymr. 
Gen. It is learned that he recommends, among other 
things, the abolition of the retained pay feature of en- 
listed men’s pay, the establishment of a common pay- 
chest for the disbursement of all Army funds, and the 
increase of his corps. There is no doubt that the Pay- 
master General’s recommendation as to retained pay 
meets with the approval of the Secretary of War, and it 
is expected that he will incorporate it in his annual re- 
port to Congress. The recommendation that the Pay 
Corps disburse all funds appropriated for use of and by 
the Army does not meet with the approval of several 
Departments disbursing funds, especially the Engineer 
and Quartermaster’s Departments. The Paymaster Gen- 
eral, however, makes a strong argument in favor of the 
system he proposes and it is being given close considera- 
tion by Mr. Lamont. 


Maj. 8. T. Cushing, of the Subsistence Department, is 
engaged in selecting an emergency ration from the num- 
ber recommended by the boards convened in the several 
Departments, which, when decided upon, will be sub- 
mitted to Brig. Gen. Morgan, Comy. Gen., who will 
transmit it to the Secretary of War. Officers of the 
Subsistence Department are wondering what Secretar 
Lamont is doing with the revised edition of the pom | 
book for the Army, which was submitted to him for ap- 
proval some weeks ago. The book was revised by Maj. 
S. T. Cushing and Maj. C. A. Woodruff, and it 1s sug- 
gested that the Secretary is personally trying some of 
the admirable receipts inserted in this volume by these 
officers. Hence the delay in approving. 


Although the revised Army regulations have not been 
issued to the service, dissatisfaction with some of the 
provisions contained in them is becoming manifest. It 
is understood that the Chief of one of the Departments 
communicated with the Secretary of War, objecting to 
changes in the regulations affecting his corps and sug- 
gesting that the relations of 1889 be allowed to stand. 
lis communication, however, has not been heeded ap- 
parently, as the regulations are in type as approved by 
the Secretary and will be issued as soon as the index is 
completed. 


Both Secretary Lamont and Secretary Herbert are ex- 
pected to renew in their annual reports to Congress their 
recommendation of previous years for the enactment of 
legislation giving power to military and naval courts 
martial to compel civilian witnesses to testify. Gen. 
Lieber has prepared a draft of a bill to secure the de- 
sired authority. 


Reports of the officers who inspected National Guard 
encampments are being received by the Military Infor- 
mation Division. Some delay is occurring in incorporat- 
ing them in pamphlet form, due to the fact that many of 
the reports have to be returned for corrections, It is 
expected that the pamphlet on the cofidition of the Na- 
tional Guardsmen will be issued during the winter. 
Matters in the Information Division are makiog Fs 
ress under the new Chief, Gen. Vincent. Capt. T. H. 
Bliss, of the Subsistence Department, and eut. C, 
Reichmann, 9th Inf., are being instructed in their new 
duties by Lieuts. A. C. Blunt, 5th Art., and C. R. - 
wards, 23d Inf. The latter two officers will rejoin their 
regiments about the lst of November. 
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REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL. 


The report of the Adjutant General to the Secretary of 
War for the year ended Sept. 30, 1895, shows that the 
prompt forwarding of general service recruits to 
regiments has been productive of results. 
During the ten months ending July 1 4 
1,226 were forwarded directly from recruiting sta- 
tions and 2,133 from rendezvous. With the ex- 
ception of a few large detachments forwarded under 
command of commissioned officers on discontinuance of 
depots, these recruits were sent to their stations under 
the charge of some member of their respective detach- 
ments, and yet not a desertion en route occurred. The 
saving in the transportation of guards or escort has been 
very considerablé, and with a view to a still further sav- 
ing effort has been made of late to increase the number 
of enlistments at and in the vicinity of military posts. 
“Expenses of recruiting” are now provided for in the 
appropriations for the Quartermaster’s Department, and 
the business of the service has thereby become much 
simplified. The confinement of first enlistments to citi- 
zens not over thirty, and the refusal to accept minors 
except as musicians have resulted in a material improve- 
ment in the character without preventing sufficient en- 
listments. Within the two years from October, 1893, 
nine stations will have been closed. The general re- 
cruiting stations in cities, as provided for in existing in- 
structions, are two in Chicago, IIl., and one in each of 
the following named cities: Boston, Mass.; New Haven, 

Jonn.; New York City, Brooklyn and Buffalo, N. Y.; 
Philadelphia, Harrisburg and Pittsburg, Pa.; Cincinnati 
and Cleveland, O.; Indianapolis and Evansville, Ind.; 
Detroit, Mich.; Milwaukee, Wis.; St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis, Minn.; San Francisco, Cal.; Seattle, Wash.; St. 
Louis, Mo.; Louisville, Ky.; Nashville, Tenn.; Baltimore, 
Md., and Richmond and Lynchburg, Va. Special re- 
cruiting is carried on for ten regiments and for the light 
artillery battalion. The special recruiting officers at the 
following named stations make enlistments for the gen- 
eral service: Allegheny, Pa.; Springfield, Ill.; Grand 
Rapids, Mich.; Janesville, Wis.; Des Moines, Iowa; 
Portland, Ore., and Dallas, Tex. 

In all 1,038 Indians were enlisted, but one Indian com- 
pany now remaining, L, 7th Cav., and the enlistment of 
Indians has been discontinued. The total enlistments 
for the year, including 24 Indians and 39 Indian scouts, 
was 7,780; 5,518 were natives and 2,262 foreigners. 
these 543 were colored; 76.25 per cent. were natives, ex- 
cluding re-enlistments; 86.50 per cent, or a total of 38,- 
240 applicants, were rejected, 2,545 being aliens. The 
efforts to prevent undesirable men are successful. In 
1893 259 men were discharged for fraudulent enlist- 
ment; in 1895, to June 30, 150. The discharges by sen- 
tence of a G. C. M. were 1,689 in 1894 and 779 this 
year. The desertions in 1894 were 731: in 1895, 640. 
This is a total reduction in this year of 510. 

The reports from officers on duty and professors of mil- 
itary science and tactics at military colleges gives evi- 
dence of the increasing favor in which the people hold in- 
struction blending physical training with scholastic stud- 
ies. The average attendance of students has more than 
doubled in four years and interest in the military course 
of faculties and students has kept pace therewith. The 
average attendance at these institutions during the year 
was 35.638. Of these 23,723 were capable of military 
duty; 14,561 received military instruction. 

There are now in the Army 109 officers of the line who 
were promoted from the ranks since the passage of the 
act of June 18, 1878. 

The number of Army officers regularly employed at the 
State Headquarters this year is 33. an increase of 6 over 
the details of last year. During the year 1895 43 States 
and Territories obtained the services of officers of the 
Army for temporary or regular duty with State troops. 
The assembly of troops of the permanent establishment 
with those of the States and State camps has now been 
essayed with success. The next step would be to as- 
semble troops of the permanent establishment and troops 
of the several States in a common camp within the lim- 
its of some Government park or reservation to be bri- 
gaded with each other, as they would be in time of act- 
nal war, not by States, and to be maneuvered accord- 
ingly. 


REPORT OF THE SURGEON GENERAL. 


The Surgean General reports the best annual record 
for health of the Army ever made. There has been a 
fractionately lower death rate, but the other rates are 
far lower than ever before. The hospital admissions per 
thousand of mean strength were only 1089.73 as com- 
pared with 1289.04 for 1893 and a decade average of 
1376.89. There was no reduction in the rate for in- 
juries, but the reduction in diseases was from 1948.01 in 
1893 and 1121.06 average during the decade to 845.42 for 
1894. The rate of non-efficient or constant sickness was 
only 84.49, contrasting favorably with 40.15 in the pre- 
vious year and 42.51 as the average of the previous ten 
vears: and the average number of days lost on account 
of disability by each man of the Army was only 12.6 as 
against 14.7 in 1893 and 15.5 in the previous ten years. 
The cost of the service was $71.745.30. A new and im- 
proved edition of the supply table has been issued, med- 
ieal and surgical chests refitted and modified, and medi- 
cal officers supplied with recently published medical 
works. The metric system has been adopted and a new 
litter weighing only 17 pounds and better suited for the 
Army than the old one. It will modify the litter drills 
and not only lessen the burden of the bearers but con- 
tribute materially to the comfort and safe carriage of 
those who have to be transported by it. Five hundred 
and seventeen books and 7,792 pamphlets and journals 
have been added to the library, which now has 117,263 
hooks and 193,031 pamphlets. Volume XVI. of the In- 
dex Catalogue, which includes from “W to Zythus,” and 
completes the first series of the work, has been completed 
and forms a volume of 1,104 pages. 

The personne! of the hospital corps has been improved 
and the number of privates reduced frem 585 to 530 
ewing to the consolidation of posts. Alcoholism in the 
Army continues to decline. The admission rate for the 
past vear was 30.94 per thousand of strength as com- 
pared with 83.97, 87.23. 40.01. 40.73 and 41.41 in the 
five preceding years and with 56.68 in the decade ending 
with 1889. In 1890 no less than seventeen posts had 
more than 10 per cent. of their average strength under 
medical care for drunkenness; in 1891. eleven posts: in 
1892, ten posts: in 1893. seven posts; in 1894. only four 
posts. The food furnished the Army is reported as am- 
ple in quantity. varied in kind and well cooked, and the 
clothing issued has given general satisfaction. 


PAYMASTER GENERAL'S REPORT. 

The report of the Parmaster General of the Army for 
the fiseal year ending June 30, 1895, shows that on July 
1, 1894. officers of the Pay Denartment were charged 
with the expenditure of $13,220.631.71 for pay of the 
Army, etce., leaving charged to them June 30, 1895, $1, 





016,319.74, out of a total of $15,594,044.83. In mileage 

é 5 was expended. hile the number of sol- 
diers’ d ts increased by 360, the total decreased $43,- 
560.03. It is thought that the system of deposits tends 
to lessen desertions and is conducive to better discipline. 
One hundred and four enlisted men were added to the 
retired list, making a total of 996. That the war of se- 
cession is not forgotten is shown by the expenditure of 
$624,570.77 for pay of volunteers. 








COMMISSARY GENERAL AF THE ARMY. 


The Commissary General of the Army reports ex- 
penditures during the year ending June 30, 1895, amount- 
ing to $2,365,065.85, leaving a total balance of $192,- 
081.35. The greater portion of the supplies have during 
the past year been procured as usual in the large mar- 
kets of the country, but fresh meat and, to a great ex- 
tent, flour and fresh vegetables have been obtained from 
dealers and producers at or near the points of issue. 
Five hundred and thirty-one incomplete rations were fur- 
nished to destitute citizens at Army posts. The stores 
lost aggregated $4,708.74, being $3,759.34 less than the 
previous year. The stores condemned amounted to $3,- 

.25, a decrease from the previous year of $2,188.08. 
The net loss on condemned stores was less than one- 
fifth of 1 per cent. of the value of all stores purchased. 
Contracts have been made whenever practicable for the 
delivery of chilled beef. This insures the delivery of 
beef in better condition at an increased cost of only half 
a cent a pound. It is believed that it will be possible to 
provide an emergency ration weighing not more than 30 
ounces that will contain sufficient nutriment for the sol- 
dier for one day. One hundred and four Commissary 
Sergeants were in service at the commencement of the 
fiscal year. Three new appointments were made, 2 died, 
2 were discharged and 13 were retired. The number in 
service at the close of the fiscal year was 90. 


TRIAL OF INDIANA. 


In her official trial trip between Cape Ann and Cape 
Porpoise, Mass., on Oct. 18, the U. S. battleship Indiana 
was credited with an average speed of 15.61 knots for 
four hours. This is 61-100 knots above the speed re- 
quired by the Government. The atmosphere was clear, 
with a light breeze and smooth sea. The run to Boone 
Island was made against the tide and consumed 2 hours, 
2 minutes and 70 seconds, the ship passing the last stake- 
boat at 12:05. The average speed for the 31 knots was 
at the rate of 15.24 knots per hour. After the turn the 
speed of the ship was noticeably greater. The first leg 
was reeled off at an average speed of 15.99, the second 
at 16.12, the third at 15.85, the fourth at 15.70, and the 
last ended with a speed of 16.30 knots. It was 2:30:21 
when the trial was over, just 1 hour, 55 minutes and 35 
seconds from Boone Island, and a total of 3 hours, 58 
minutes and 28 seconds. On the westward run the aver- 
age speed was 15.99, bringing the average for the trip 
up to 15.61. During the last fifteen minutes of the run 
11,800 horse power was developed. The average horse 
power developed was 9,700, which is 700 more than re- 
quired by the Government. The maximum revolutions 
of the screws were 131; the average, between 128 and 
130. The average steam pressure at the boilers was 
165, and at the engines, 161. In a helm test the ship 
was turned in a circle of 400 yards. 

The speed of the Indiana, it is asserted, would have 
been better yet had it been possible to clean her bottom 
properly in dry dock. Among those on board during the 
trial were Commo.

The United Confederate Veterans, an organization of 
which Senator J. B. Gordon, of Georgia, is General 
Commanding, and J. F. Shipp, of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
is Quartermaster General, has recently adopted a new 
design for the badge of the society. The new design is 
shown on the right of this cut, for which we are in- 
debted to the New York “Times,” and the old design on 
the left. It is a combination of red, white and red, the 
Confederate colors, and red, white and blue, the national 
colors. The square is red, with gold inscriptions; the in- 
ner square is red, with blue crossed bars and gold stars, 





8 Ge space between the outer and inner square is 
white.

Schofield said: “The time has come when the veteran 
soldiers and the people of the country, North and South, 
may rejoice together, ‘with malice toward none, with 
charity for all,’ and with ‘peace’ in every heart, unite in 
honoring the memory of the brave men whose blood was 
shed in the great contest to fully establish the ‘more per- 
fect Union’ designed by those who framed the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and to make this Union per- 
petual.”

On the Fourth of July, 1892, the people of Temple, N. 
H., Gen. Miller’s native town, held a brilliant celebra- 
tion in commemoration of the old hero, and in a hand- 
some park, named in honor of him, Miller Park, built a 
mammoth bonfire.

Capt. Robley D. Evans, the future Commander of the 
battleship Indiana, has been at the Navy Department 
several days during the past week arranging the detail 
of officers and men for his vessel. It is understood that 
all the selections have practically been made and it is 
expected that the ship will go into commission during 
November, although Capt. Evans fixes the date at 
Nov. L. 

The members of the Fort Monroe Club tendered a re- 
ception to Adml. Bunce, U. 8S. N., and the ofticers of the 
White Squadron on Wednesday evening, Oct. 16, in 
their club rooms. Col. Frank, commandant of the pos 
and Capt. Tiernon, president of the club, received. Al 
present expressed themselves as having had a very en- 
joyable time. ‘The club has been enlarged and retitted 
under its present officers and its rooms are now beauti- 
ful and attractive. 

Commo, Edwin O. Matthews, Chief of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, has returned from Annapolis, where 
he made an inspection of the buildings there. This was 
done in conjunction with oflicers stationed at the Acad- 
emy. It will be necessary for these officers to meet 
again to consider the state of the buildings and decide 
upon what other structures must be established before 
they will be able to make their report to Congress for 
the repairs of some of the old buildings and the erection 
of new ones. 

The Navy Department has received from Rear Adml. 
Carpenter, commanding the Asiatic station, a report 
upon the case of John ‘Thomas Bush, the Yorktown ap- 
prentice who some months ago, as announced in the 
“Journal,” murdered a Japanese subject in Yokohama. 
Bush was tried before a Consular Court, but the court 
failed to agree and the matter was referred to Minister 
Dunn for decision, That diplomatist has aflirmed the 
sentence suggested by Consul Abercrombie, one of the 
members of the Consular Court, that Bush be sentenced 
to two years’ imprisonment and to pay a fine of $1,000, 
Bush was found guilty of manslaughter. He has n 
dropped from the rolls of the service and will serve out 
his sentence in the Consular prison at Yokohama. 

The Navy Department has called upon Lieut. Arthur 
P. Osborn, commanding the Coast Survey Steamer Ged- 
ney, for a second explanation of a recent incident in 
which he figured. Lieut. Osborn is alleged to be the ofli- 
cer who recently traveled on a pass from Norfolk to the 
Pacific Coast with a female member of his acquaintance 
on a railroad pass for “Lieut. Osborn and one.”’ Lieut. 
Osborn in June last was detached from the receiving ship 
Franklin, of which he was the executive oflicer, and or- 
dered to the Gedney. According to the explanation he 
made in compliance with the first instructions of the De- 
partment, he stated, it is understood, that a lady among 
his friends told him that if he would take charge of her 
and see that she reached her destination safely she 
would obtain a railroad pass for both. Lieut. Osborn is 
said to have consented to this arrangement and his 
friend secured a pass for “Lieut. Osborn and one.” 
Lieut. Osborn’s explanation was considered unsatisfac- 
tory, it is understood at the Department, and a commu- 
nication has been sent to him informing him of this de- 
cision and requesting that he make a more detailed and 
specific answer to questions connected with the matter 
submitted to him. The Department is now awaiting a 
reply. 

It is stated that within the next few weeks prepara- 
tory orders will be issued to Commo. F. V. McNair to 
command the Asiatic station.

Secretary Herbert has decided to allow the Herreshoffs 
to build the torpedo boats, the contracts for which were 
recently awarded to them, without the usual supervision 
of an Engineer and a Naval Constructor. The Depart- 
ment will not be entirely without representation, how- 
ever, as the Secretary has detailed Comdr. G. A. Con- 
verse, in charge of the torpedo station at Newport, to 
this duty. The decision of the Secretary in this connec- 
tion was taken upon the representations of the Herres- 
hoffs, who argued that in the case of reliable and expe- 
rienced firms like that which he represented, the Cramps 
and Union Iron Works, it was unnecessary to keep at 
the works a Naval Constructor and an Engineer. 

The contracts for the two proposed battleships have 
been drawn up and the proofs are being read. They are 
similar to those awarded for the construction of the ves- 
sels of the Indiana type with the exception of the pro- 
vision relating to premiums. There are three penalties 
in the contracts for the proposed ships, one for delay, the 
second for failure to comply with the speed requirement, 
and the third for overweight of machinery. For the 
first three months’ delay beyond the three years specified 
the contractor will be required to pay $75 per day, ex- 
cepting Sundays; for the fortieth, forty-first and forty- 
second months, $150, and for the following six months, 
$200. The “Journal” has already described the penalty 
in regard to speed. For every ton over the 1,100 tons 
specified as the weight of machinery the contractor will 
be compelled to pay $500. In case the machinery should 
be 5 per cent. heavier than designed to be $10,000 will 
be deducted from the contract price of the ship. 

President Cleveland has disapproved the findings of 
the Examining Board which recommended Comdr. Nicoll 
Ludlow for promotion. ‘This action was based upon 
Comdr. Ludlow’s action in making contradictory re- 
ports upon the fitness of Comdr. Charles 8S. Sperry for 
promotion. The President in his endorsement made some 
very severe comments, stating that the Secretary and 
himself depended wholly upon the statements made by 
officers concerning officers junior to them and who had 
seen service under their command, and unless they made 
just statements neither he nor Mr. Herbert would know 
just what action was proper in examination cases. 
lt appears that some- ten years ago Comdr. 
Ludlow made a very flattering report upon Comdr. 
(then Lieut.) Sperry’s professional qualifications, 
and that officer was promoted to the grade of 
Lieutenant Commander and_ continued to serve with 
Comdr. Ludlow as executive of the old Quinnebaug. 
When Comdr. Sperry came up for promotion to his pres- 
ent grade Comdr. Ludlow, in reply to the usual inter- 
rogatory concerning Comdr. Sperry’s fitness for promo- 
tion, stated that he did not consider him qualified. The 
discrepancy in his statements were brought to the atten- 
tion of the President by Comdr. Sperry’s friends and the 
President gave that oflicer his promotion. Comdr,. Lud- 
low, it is expected, will either ask for a hearing by the 
Secretary or for a Court of Inquiry, and if he fails to ob- 
tain satisfaction in this way he will probably appeal to 
Congress. In case he should not be considered eligible 
for promotion Comdr. Francis A. Cook will be nomi- 
nated for the vacancy now existing in the grade of Cap- 
tuin. Should the Senate decline to nominate any oflicer 
than Comdr. Ludlow a block will occur which will pre- 
vent promotion until the cause is removed. 

One of the most important features of Secretary La- 
mont’s proposed annual report will be that in relation to 
the seacoast fortifications of the country. It is under- 
stood that he has given much attention to this matter, 
and it is expected that he will ask for a considerable 
appropriation for this work. He has given consideration 
to the reports which Lieut. Gen. Schofield, retired, made 
while on his inspection trip as Commanding General of 
the Army. Gen. Schofield looked particularly into this 
subject while on his trip and has made some valuable 
suggestions which the Secretary is giving attention to. 
The Secretary is expected to renew his recommendation 
in regard to personnel of the service which he made in 
his last annual report. 

It is understood that there will be a general shifting 
around of officers of the Engineer Corps in about a 
month. ‘These changes are incident to the retirement of 
Col. G. H. Mendell and the death of Gen. Poe. They 
will be principally among officers of high rank. 

Notwithstanding the denials of the administration, 
there is no doubt that the Navy is being put into good 
condition to meet any emergency that may arise. While 
there is no expectation of difliculty, there are trouble- 
some diplomatic questions that must be met with a firm 
front. ‘This is particularly true of the Venezuelan ques- 
tion. During the month of August Secretary Olney, as 
a result of a midsummer cabinet meeting, addressed a 
note to Great Britain on this question, and during that 
same month Secretary Herbert issued instructions di- 
recting that work on ships under construction be expe- 
dited. Secretary Herbert said that he took this action 
because he was tired of seeing ships lying around Navy 
Yards and contractors’ ship yards. But little doubt is 
felt that he was preparing for a possible contingency. 


Messrs. ‘Tiffany & Co. have published for private cir- 
culation a curious little book by Mr. George Frederick 
Kunz, who is the best authority on gems in this coun- 
try. The author begins by considering the use of a spe- 
cial gem for each month, which custom the author be- 
lieves to have been founded on the original breast-plate 
of the High Priest of Israei, which contained one spe- 
cial gem for each of the twelve tribes, He describes the 
sentiments connected with gems.

From Mr. Kunz’s book 
it appears that in nearly all the States of the Union prec- 
jous stones are found. The list of unmounted stones 
kept in stock by the publishers of this book is a tempt- 
ing one and would speedily exhaust an officer’s purse. 
The book is a very fine specimen of printing, paper and 
binding. 


COURTS MARTIAL OF OFFICERS. 
G. 0. 16, Dept. Colorado. Sept. 26, 1895 


In the case of Ist Lieut. Warren H. Cowles, 16th Inf., who 
was tried before a G. C. M. recently at Fort Douglas, Utah, 
of which Col. Jacob F. Kent, 24th Inf., was president, 
charged with neglect of duty to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline and conduct unbecoming an officer 
and gentleman, the accused pleaded “Not guilty’’ to both 
charges and specifications. The finding was “‘Guilty’’ to the 
first charge and “Not guilty’ to the second charge. Sen- 
tence—"lo be confined to the limits of the post at which 
he may be serving for the period of three months, and to 
be reprimanded in General Orders.’’ The reviewing author- 
ity, Brig. Gen. Wheaton, commenting on the case, says: 
“The tinding and sentence of the G. C. M. in the foregoing 
case of ist Lieut. Warren H. Cowles, 16th Inf., are ap- 
proved. Although disposed to yield to the court’s unani- 
mous recommendation to clemency, the reviewing authority 
recognizes the propriety of the sentence in this case, and 
that Lieut. Cowles’ methods in the discharge of the respon- 
sible office confided to him, merit severe rebuke. No stand- 
ards which are accepted or are supposed to prevail else- 
where, should ever be appealed to in extenuation of a per- 
functory performance of duty. The signing of an official 
certificate must mean more than a formal compliance with 
regulations. That grossly corrupt practices whereby the 
Government was systematically defrauded month after 
month, could go undetected for an entire year, must se- 
riously reflect upon this officer, whose duty it was to super- 
vise the business and to frequently certify to the correct- 
ness of its transactions. It is hoped that the lenient judg- 
ment of his brother officers in this instance will prove a 
sutticient warning to Lieut. Cowles. The confinement will 
be duly executed.”’ 





AN EMERGENCY RATION PROPOSED. 
Fort Sill, O. T., Oct. 18, 1895. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: , 

Now that the question of a practicable, digestible and 
palatable ‘“‘emergency ration’”’ is occupying the military 
mind—revolving through it, as it were, with a thrilling and 
a silent roar—tne usual crank turns around, this time in the 
person of the writer, to ask why a good “emergency ration” 
couldn't be made from a compressed mixture of best raisins, 
cooked whole wheat flour and bacon fat, and, perhaps, kola 
nut, slightly seasoned, and with a capsule of pepsin pressed 
down into each tablet, the tablets to be afterward covered 
with gelatin and allowed to harden. 1 suppose the raisins 
would tirst have to be sterilized in some manner, perhaps by 
steam, to kill germs of worms, ete. I do not claim that the 
idea is entirely original with me, particularly for it was a 
comrade who suggested the raisins. Raisins alone are far 
more nutritious than most people suppose—surprisingly so, 
in fact. The mixture ought not be very unpaiatabie, and 
the little capsule of pepsin would help digest it. This idea 
is put forward with some reluctance, when there are sv 
many abler men than | am working on the difticult proposi- 
tion. With the above I would like to remind “the powers” 
that holes that could be bored up into the stocks of our 
Krag-Jorgensens would hold (no pun intended) a consider- 
able supply of “emergency rations’’ without increasing the 
soldier's burden. Yours, without wanting any of my own 
prescription, METHOD IN HIS “MADNESS.” 


The G. C. M. for the trial of Lieut. 8S. S. Pague, 15th Inf., 
organized at Fort Sheridan, Oct. 22.

Surg., testified that he was :n 
medical charge of the accused just prior to the shooting, 
and that, in his opinion, Lieut. Pague was not responsibie 
for his action, On the morning of the affair he was quiet 
and rational, but seemed to possess no will power or sense 
of personal responsibility. He ragarded this condition as 
the result of acute alcoholic mania. 

Maj. Girard, Post Surg., stated that about three weeks be- 
fore the trouble he had been attending the accused, and had 
recommended that he take a course of treatment for al- 
coholism, either at the post or elsewhere.

The War Department has sent a communication to Lieut. 
Col. Whitside, Sth Cay., denying his request for court of in- 
quiry, because of his relief from the command of Jefferson 
Barracks. The communication is signed by Adjt. Gen. 
Ruggles, and states that in accordance with the instructions 
of the Secretary of War, he is directed to say that the 
Secretary's action in relieving Lieut. Col. Whitside was not 
intended as a reflection upon that officer's professional 
ability or personal or official conduct. 


It is understood that it has been practically decided to de- 
tail Capt. Dewey to duty as president of the Board of In- 
spection and Survey. Comdr. McCall Ludlow was at the 
Navy Department Friday in relation to his case. Just what 
disposition the Secretary will make of it is problematical, 
but it is expected Ludlow will be given a hearing at least. 


The annual report of the Inspector General shows that 
the Army has attained a high standard of discipline, and 
that officers generally are competent and efficient. There 
has also been a very marked improvement in the character 
of the men seeking admission to the ranks. The system of 
theoretical instruction has never been so nearly perfect as 
now, and practical instruction of companies are troops on 
level grounds and parade movements are reported as thor- 
rough and complete. There is need, however, of practical 
work with forces sufficiently large to simulate war condi- 
tions. When the new rifle comes into general use, increased 
facilities for target practice will be necessary at some of the 
posts. Post exchanges are in successful operation. The 
quality of supplies of all kinds for the Army are reported 
very satisfactory and sufficieny in quantity. During the past 
year there was an unusual pressure for admission to National 
Homes for disabled volunteer soldiers and several branches 
were crowded to their utmost capacity. At the close of the 
year there were 104 schools and colleges at which military 
instruction was given by Army officers. 


On page 55, Vol. XXX., Rebellion Record, we find dis- 
patches showing the view of the authority of a commanding 
officer entertained by Jefferson, formerly Secretary of War. 
Sept. 29, 1863, Braxton Bragg telegraphed from ‘near Chat- 
tanooga”’, saying: ‘‘Maj. Gen. Hindman and Lieut. Gen. 
Polk haye been suspended from their commands by my or- 
ders and sent to Atlanta for not obeying orders on the 11th 
and 20th inst. This has been deemed necessary after grave 
consideration.’’ To this was added the following indorse- 
ment: “Gen. Bragg has power to arrest an officer of his 
command, but is bound in that case to show cause by pre- 
ferring charges as _ prescribed. Jefferson Davis."’ 8. 
Cooper, Adjt. and Inspr. Gen., coosumnay telegraphed 
ragg, saying: ‘“‘Your dispatch, stating you had suspended 
Gens. Polk and Hindman from command, received. I am 
directed to inform you that the power of a commanding 
General in such cases is limited to arrest and to the fur- 
nishing charges in order to trial, and that suspension from 
command as above be considered punishment without trial.”

Changes the previous orders on the subject of prisoners 
(G. O. 41, ce. s., A. G. O.) in the following particulars: 

It changes the designation of enlisted men awaiting trial 
and of those that have been tried. It abolishes the desiz- 
nation of “military convicts,”’ ee “general pris- 
oners” for all such who are sentenced to dishonorable dis 
charge, besides confinement. All others are designated as 
“garrison prisoners.”’ 

Prisoners sentenced to penitentiary for more than one year 
must be sent to the U. 8S. Penitentiary, unless provisions 
are made with State penitentiaries, in which case they may 
be sent there with approval of the Secretary of War. 

It discontinues the posts of Warren, Thomas, Monroe ani 
Vancouver Barracks as places of confinement, and substi- 
tutes McPherson for them and Fort Omaha, until discon 
tinued. It fixes the approximate number of prisoners that 
may be confined at the posts designated. It makes obliga- 
tory to send all prisoners to these posts who have six 
months or more to serve, except those who are to be sent 
to the penitentiary. 

All prisoners whose sentences are for less than six months 
are to be confined at the post where tried. 

It changes the rules and regulations for the government 
of general prisoners somewhat. 

It makes the ration of the prisoners the same as that of 
enlisted men of the Army. 

It prescribes that each prisoner, upon release, will have 
in his possession a serviceable suit of clothing, the outer 
garments bearing no prison mark. 

Labor Day is added to the days on which prisoners will 
not work. 

It requires that, so far as practicable, prisoners shall per 
form all scavenger’s duties at the posts, and makes prohi- 
bition as to their employment in company or private gar 
dens and upon ordinary police about company stables or 
barracks. 

It prescribes the additional punishments that may be in- 
flicted upon prisoners for certain offenses. 

It embraces all prisoners in the abatement of confinement 
for good conduct. 

it does not prescribe a special diet for holidays. It does 
not prohibit smoking. 

It does not require mess funds accounts of prison mess tv 
be forwarded to department headquarters. 

Adds a clothing book to the books to be kept. 

Permits prisoners to write to their friends but once a 
month, except in urgent cases.

G. C. M. CASES. 


In the case of a soldier recently tried at Angel Island for 
quitting his guard and acquitted, the reviewing authority, 
Gen, Forsyth, says: “It is thought the court in arriving at 
its finding in the foregoing case has been unduly influenced 
by a consideration of the irregularities which had existed 
in connection with the posting and relleving of sentinels 
and by other mitigating circumstances developed in the eyi- 
dence. The weight of these circumstances is not sufticient 
to excuse the accused. He himself admits that he did go 
on post at the regular time and thereby assume the respon- 
sibilities of a sentinel; that he did quit his post and guard 
(leaving the camp and its property entirely unprotected) be- 
fore being regularly relieved; and he offers an explanation 
(sickness) for so doing, which is no excuse at all, in view of 
the fact that he could easily have obtained relief in a proper 
manner by calling the Corporal of the guard, who was sleep- 
ing within the limits of his post and only a few feet from 
him. There was, it is true, no evidence whatever to show 
that he did not (as he claims) walk his post during the 
whole time he should property have been on it, nor is it any 
part of his duty to call and post his own relief, but neglect 
of duty by the Corporal and his own acquiescence in an Ir- 
regular custom should not be held to acquit him of miscon- 
duct in failing to call the Corporal in order to properly se- 
cure relief. is statement that he forgot to do so, though 
less reprehensible than intentional disregard of duty, cannot 
render him blameless. The finding and acquittal are there- 
fore disapproved.”’ 

In the case of Pyt. H. O. Dorutge, Troop I, 3d Cay., re- 
cently tried at Fort Sill for conduct prejudicial, etc., and 
—e tted, the reviewing authority, Maj. Gen. Merritt, says: 
“The court permitted the prisoner to plead to the second 
specification of the charge ‘Guilty, but without criminality, ' 
and it confirmed this plea by its findings. This is improper 
and a contradiction in terms; guilty means ‘justly chargeable 
with crime,’ ‘not innocent,’ ‘criminal.’ In cases of virtual 
acquittal the phrase | expressive of the judgment of the 
court would be ‘Not guilty,’ or ‘the facts found as stated, 
but no criminality attached thereto.’ In this case the second 
specification to the charge alleges that the prisoner when 
ordered the Corporal to accompany the latter to the 
troop commander refused to do so. In justification of this 
refusal the defense set up the facts that the Corporal used 
abusive language and was at the time under the influence 
of liquor. he court by its findings sustained this defense. 
Under the evidence adduced the reviewing officer cannot ap- 
rove such an erroneous view of the obligations of a soldier. 

he order in this case was rational and lawful, and it was 
therefore the duty of the soldier promptly to obey it and 
then apes to superior authorities for redress for any 
wrongs he may have suffered. In the opinion of the review- 
ing officer the testimony adduced sustains a conviction of 
the second specification. The acquittal is disapproved."’ 


Outline Figure Cards.

prepared and forwarded to the Surgeon General of all sol- 
diers about to be discharged dishonorably or without honor, 


with notations of dates and places of enlistment, and of or- 
ders for and dates upon which the discharges will be ef- 
fected. The object to be attained is that of identifying 
these unworthy men on any attempt on their part to re-enter 
the service by enlistment.

THE YOUTH OF GEN. MILES. 

The story of Gen. Miles’ career is a familiar one. 
Capt. Charles A. Curtis, U. S. A., in an article published 
some time ago in “Harper’s Young People,” said of him: 
“Miles was by inherited temperament fitted for a sol- 

He was descended from Rev. John Myles, a Welsh 
clergyman who settled at Swanzey, Mass., in 1662, a 
man distinguished in colonial history for his tolerance in 
religious matters and his activity in educational affairs. 
Mr. Myles’ residence was substantially built, and when 
the Indian war, known as King Philip’s war, broke out 
in 1675 it was strongly fortified and was afterwara 
known as Myles’ Garrison. There the colonial forces 
gathered at the first outbreak of hostilities. The pastor 
became foremost in the defense of the settlement and 

: chosen Captain. He did valiant service in the war 
resumed the duties of a country clergyman at its 


‘amuel Myles, a son of the above, graduated at Har- 
vard College July 1, 1684, and went to England soon 
after and took orders in the English Church. He re- 
turned to Boston and became rector of King’s Chapel 
June 29, 1689, in which position he continued for twen- 

ine years. Oxford University conferred the degree 
‘f Master of Arts upon him in 1698. Gen. Miles’ great- 
grandfather, Daniel, enlisted in the Revolutionary Army 

Cambridge, Mass. He and his brother, Joab, were in 
the battle of Bennington and in all the principal engage- 

nts of the war, passed the memorable winter at Val- 

Forge, and were present at the surrender of Corn- 

lis at Yorktown. This great-grandfather had such 
faith in the cause of independence that he loyally con- 
rted his property into Continental money raised for 
rrying on the war, losing everything by the ultimate

repudiation in 1781. The father of the Genera! was boru 
at Petersham, Mass., but moved in early manhood to 
Westminster, in the same State, where he engaged in 
farming and the lumber business. The son says of his 
father: ‘My father’s character was fine. He was pos- 
sessed of many sterling qualities. I never knew a man 
whose promises and word were held more sacred. In all 
business thansactions he was the soul of honor. He 
heartily despised a sypeemte. In all his thoughts and 
acts he was thorough y independent.’ 

“The mother was a Curtis, a direct descendant of Will- 
iam Curtis, who arrived in Boston on the ship Lyon 
Sept. 16, 1632. This is the Roxbury (Mass.) family of 
which the distinguished lawyers Benjamin Robbins and 
George Ticknor Curtis were members. Obadiah, of the 
fifth American generation, is said to have been one of 
the ‘Boston tea party of 1773.’ The family took a 
prominent part in the Revolution, members of it serv- 
ing in all grades of rank from private to Colonel. In 
the War of 1812 also several of the family took distin- 
guished parts. Of his mother the General says: ‘She 
was an intensely pious and Christian woman. She was 
more earnest in that respect than any person I ever 
knew. Her two chief ambitions were to set her children 
a good example and give them good educations. If 
prayer has any efficacy I must have received its full ben- 
efit, for I was earnestly prayed for during childhood and 
manhood—through peace and war. I lived as a farm 
boy,’ said the General, ‘the happiest days of my life. 1 
think such a life laid the foundation for my healthful 
constitution, its simplicity and purity having a great in- 
fluence upon my after-success, greater than anything 
else. It taught me habits of industry and economy, and 
its freedom and independence caused me to acquire the 
habit of thinking for myself. The exercise of farm life 
gave strength and courage.’ ” 


THE BATTLE OF FRANKLIN. 


Of the battle of Franklin, which gave Thomas H. 
Ruger his first title of Major General as Brevet Major 
General U. 8. Volunteers, Nov. 30, 1864, for gallant and 
meritorious services, we are told in Nicolay & Hay’s 
“History of Abraham Lincoln: “Few battles so fright- 
fully destructive are recorded in the wars of modern 
times. In the terrible fight at Ezra Church a Union 
picket shouted across the lines to a Confederate with 
that friendly chaff common to both armies: ‘I say, 
Johnny, how many of you are there left?’ To which the 
undaunted Confederate replied: ‘About enough for an- 
other killing.’ On this terrible afternoon at Franklin. 
Hood’s Army suffered the last killing it was able to en- 
dure. He admitted in his dispatch to Richmond a loss 
of ‘about 4,500,’ but Thomas, in his careful report, foots 
the Confederate loss at 6,352, of which all but 700 were 
killed and wounded. Schofield’s loss was very much 
less, amounting to 2,326, of which Wagner's unfortu- 
pate division lost 1,200. Had it not been for the mis- 
take made in these two advanced brigades (Lane’s and 
Bradley’s, of Wagner’s division,) Schofield’s army would 
have slaughtered Hood’s at its leisure.” 


A MODEL OFFICER AND GENTLEMAN. 


Concerning the late Gen. O. M. Poe, U. 8. A., the De- 
troit “Free Press” says: “Here are some of the reasons 
why the vessel owners liked Gen Poe: In his dealings 
with them he was thoroughly democratic; he was not 
going to hold aloof and dismiss them with indifferent 
wave of the hand just because he occupied a position of 






great prominence in the U. S. Army and fitted thereby 
to go into higher circles than they, and had on his hands 
projects of vastly more importance than theirs. Sec- 
ond, he was heartily in sympathy with them and their 
efforts to improve the lake water ways, and in the en- 
deavor to gain from their experience as well as his own 
researches he at all times lent them an attentive ear 
and gave due heed to all their requests that were of 
reason. Third, he was never niggardly in his recom- 
mendations to the Chief of Engineers, and through him 
to the Secretary of War and Congress. If there stood 
a breakwater with an old-fashioned wooden structure 
that was rotting away rapidly above the water line, he 
was not going to say that it would last a few yeare 
longer with the aid of a little patching; he would at 
once ask for its displacement by a concrete superstruct- 
ure, even though it cost half or a whole million. That 
was his characteristic. He thought that as the major- 
ity of the people of this country were receiving the di- 
rect benefit from the carriage of freight by vessels over 
the great lakes through the very low freights, as com- 
pared with those extorted by the railroads, those people 
could well afford to meet the calls on them for a few 
millions more or less to preserve the fleet, or enable even 
larger boats to navigate the lakes and reduce still fur- 
ther the cost to the consumers. Fourth, every piece of 
work entrusted to his care was done as well as the hand 
of man could do it. A good illustration of this is the 
new lock at the Soo. It is from the model of Leonardo 
da Vinci, and a better piece of canal lock work has 
never been done in this or any other country, say scores 
of engineering experts who have examined it. It is one 
of the largest, if not the largest, locks in the world, and 
when finished in the summer of 1897 it will care for the 
largest boats on the lakes, two at a time. 

“The first quality to impress the casual visitor who 
had met the General for perhaps the first time was his 
lack of stiffness, ‘dignity,’ some people call it. There 
have been engineer officers station at this point to 
reach whom in their private offices would have forced 
the caller to pass half a dozen clerks and servants, cur- 
tained and locked doors. Not so with Gen. Poe. The 
door was always open, and no matter who might be his 
caller the newcomer was always welcomed and invited 
to a seat; once in a while, perhaps, the conversation 
thus interrupted would be of a private nature, and in 
that case the visitor was politely invited, not by a clerk, 
but by the General himself, to take a seat in an ad- 
joining room for a few moments. Then, when the time 
came, the caller was invited in and made at home at 
onee. The General had one characteristic, however; he 
had no patience with ignorance. If the caller had but 
an indistinct notion of what he wanted, the General 
treated him shortly; but if the visitor was well posted 
on the matter and could ask intelligent questions and 
make intelligent answers, the General was always de- 
lighted to grant any favor, such as looking up records 
and answering questions that could be asked. 

“He was energetic, a hard worker, quick in his thoughts 
and decisions, accurate to a nicety, clear-headed always, 
due to temperance in the use of meat and drink, and ab- 
rupt. He was frank open, quick to acknowledge a mis- 
take that he might have made, sparing in his criticism 
of others, never speaking badly of any person, even 
though that other had declared himself an enemy.”

MIDSHIP?PMEN OF 1864 AND THE LOYAL LEGION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

As I am informed that some further effort is contem- 
plated on the part of oflicers of the Navy, as well as of 
civilians who were midshipmen in 1864, to obtain recon- 
sideration of the decision of the Loyal Legion which 
holds them ineligible for membership under the rules of 
the order, beg to send you, for general information, 
the subjoined letters of the late Rear Adml. Fairfax, 
who during that year was Commandant of midshipmen 
and in command of the Practice Squadron. As I un- 
derstand, an ex-staff officer in the New York Com- 
mandery of the Loyal Legion raised the objection that 
the midshipmen in that squadron were not engaged in 
“suppressing the rebellion’ because they were not in 
active service in the presence of the enemy, even techni- 
cally, and that, so far from this being the case, the 
Captains of the practice ships had orders to keep out of 
ail possible danger and even to avoid action should the 
Tallahassee be encountered. 

While frankly conceding that the theories of an ex- 
Paymaster, evolved a quarter of a century after the 
event, may be of a higher order of credibility than the 
knowledge of an ex-midshipman present at the time, it 
seemed to me that a reference of the matter to the Fleet 
Commander might adduce the official facts. I therefore 
submitted to Adml. Fairfax the questions which he 
quotes. I did not use the letters when received because 
it seemed to me that the issue had become merely a 
reflection of the unending line and staff quarrel, and I 
preferred to keep my interest in that—while lively— 
strictly academic.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 13, 1890. 

Dear Sir: Your letter, postmarked New York, Oct. 2, 
reached me at a roadside delivery several days since, 
where I had no time to acknowledge it. 

You ask for answers to certain questions, viz.: 

(1) Were not the United States ships (practice-ships) 
Macedonian, Marion and Marblehead, in 1863, four reg- 
ular cruising vessels of the Navy, fully equipped, and 
would it not have been the duty of the Captains to have 
engaged an enemy had they fallen in with him? 

Most unquestionably! They had instructions when 
cruising outside of the Sounds to keep a bright lookout 
for Confederate vessels of war! The Tallahassee and 
others! 

(2) Were you instructed to cruise, when outside of the 
Sounds, for the Tallahassee and other raiders on our 
merchant vessels, in 1864? 

My instructions were to overhaul all merchant vessels 
io determine their nationality, and at one time the Mace- 
donian was cleared for action under the conviction that 
a vessel in the distance was the Tallahassee, which later 
on proved one of our steam sloops of war. The mid- 
shipmen constituted a portion of the crew! We were 
unquestionably, for two summers during the rebellion, 
engaged while on the high seas as much in the way of 
“suppressing the rebellion” as any other cruisers not 
actually engaged with the enemy. Respectfully, etc.,

Sir: In your account of the latest travels of Mr. 
Peary, the Arctic explorer, | observe that you, in com- 
mon with the rest of the press, endow that energetic 
voyager with the title of Lieutenant. When he was in 
the chrysalis state of the explorer he was rightly de- 
scribed as an Engineer U. 8S. N. But no sooner does he 
accomplish anything of distinction than it is found nec- 
essary to furnish him with a military title. I suspect 
that H. M. Stanley only eseaped by an accident. When 
the Suez Canal was suggested M. de Lesseps was right- 
ly referred to as a diplomatist and an administrator, or, 
according to opinion, as an able or a crafty promoter, 
But as soon as his undertaking was successful he be- 
came a great engineer. So when the Panama frauds 
were discovered it was of course desirable, in the inter- 
ests of diplomacy, that he should remain an engineer. I 
observe that when a naval officer jumps overboard to 
save life he usually becomes, through the press, a Lieu- 
tenant or perhaps a Captain. But if the same officer 
should fall overboard, or have to be hoisted out, he is 
usually an engineer. This privilege of conferring titles 
according to circumstances is one that the press shares 
with cabmen and the ladies of the refreshment bar.

GOOD ROADS. 


Good thoroughfares, like charity, should begin at 
home. On the day when each commonwealth, after 
careful investigation and satisfactory tests, unbiased by 
bribery, preferment or political affinity and reward, com- 
pels by act of law the laying of whatever form of pav- 
ing has been demonstrated as best for city and country 
use—on that day the millennium may be descried ap- 
proaching. Then the American tally-ho coach will ex- 
ist with reason, because of (and not despite the lack of) 
fitting roads along which to roll its picturesque expanse. 
Parties planning pedestrian tours will not have to cross 
the seas to find a starting point for their itinerary; coun- 
try homes will be more sought for and more enjoyed, 
and the native American will begin to form an ac- 
quaintance with the undreamed-of beauties of his own 
land, based upon something besides snap-shot glimpses 
from a railroad train, and deepened into an interest and 
admiration made possible only through the intimacy be- 
gotten of good roads. 

The laudable efforts now being made in some parts of 
the United States to improve our poor highways have 
turned attention to the general excellence of those of 
Europe. At such times it is occasionally remarked: 
“But we cannot hope for many decades to attain this 
rame state of perfection, for these Old World roads 
were begun generations ago.” This is a mistake. In 
some Continental countries men scarcely in the decline 
of life can recall the time when they were surrounded 
with roads no better than those that abound in all parts 
of our Union. It may encourage the American laborers 
in this good cause to know this fact.—From Lippincott’s 
for October.

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fHE VENTILATION OF THE BOILER ROOM. 

One of the weak points of steam service at sea is the 
high temperature of what is known sometimes by the 
significant name of the “stoke hole.” The exhausting 
character of the work there seems to be intensified by 
tle progressive changes incident to the development of 
great ships and high motive power, and not only in trop- 
ical seas, but even on the North Atlantic firemen have 
not infrequently become so affected by the heat as to 
throw themselves overboard, or attempt to do so, as hap- 
pened a week or two since on one of the great liners of 

» weekly Atlantic service. In war vessels the heat of 
the fire room is likely to become insupportable at pre- 
ly those times when it may endanger the safety of 
t ship or diminish her fighting powers. Comdr. Mc- 
Gitlin, to whom we owe so many valuable notes on the 
practical conditions of modern marine warfare, has point- 
ed out the terrible condition of his firemen in the Yalu 
fight when the temperature of the fire room rose to such 
point that men were blinded permanently by its ef- 
ts, 

the importance of the subject has been recognized 
from the first and devices for improving the condition of 
the firemen have been discussed most anxiously, but it is 
sufe to say that no Navy in the world has attained any- 
thing like efficiency in this important branch of the 
ship’s hygiene. We shall not, therefore, be considered 
presumptious if we point out that there is only one meth- 
od by which the human frame can be made to support

successful device of this kind is that the body must be 
made its own refrigerator, and there is but one mode of 
applying this principle; a stream of comparatively dry 
air must be so directed upon the man’s body that his per- 
spiration will be vaporized rapidly and the refrigerating 
effects of evaporation produced. The body should be as 
nearly nude as the strong radiation from the furnace will 
permit and the men should drink freely, preferably of 
cool barley water. 

The change from the existing system which we pro- 
pose is radical. At present the method of ventilation em- 
ployed may be called the room method, as opposed to the 
method of individual refrigeration. A large quantity of 
air is thrown into the boiler room with the intention of 

tablishing there an atmosphere in which the men can 
work. It does not appear that the quality of this aiP 
has received much attention, though it is useless to bathe 
perspiring men in an atmosphere already loaded to the 
maximum with moisture. It is not only the method of 
ventilation that must be changed but its uses, for the 
whole object of ventilation in the presence of great heat 

to cool the man’s skin and not his lungs and for the 
mer use cold air is not only useless but detrimental. 
\Ve have spoken of “comparatively dry air,” and air is 
this kind when it possesses the power of absorbing 
moisture. This power is a function of temperature and 
may be given to moist air, like that of the ocean, by 
irming it and raising its capacity for humidity, but 
he present system fails entirely in this respect. 

We think it will be found that the air thrown upon 

e firemen should have nearly the temperature which 

e fire room naturally takes from the furnaces. One 

undred degrees Fahrenheit is by no means an exhaust- 
ng or even a difficult temperature to work in. Men by 
thousands have sustained that heat and much more than 
hat in this country, not for short periods, but for eight 

ours a day, twenty-eight days in the month, and year 
after year. We know of one instance where men were 

‘orking in a temperature of 112 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Air was taken from a point where the temperature was 
88 degrees and driven by a rudely-made fan through a 


galvanized iron pipe, in which its temperature rose to 
108 degrees, the pipe being so disposed that it pointed 
straight for the men who were working, stripped to the 
waist, about fifteen feet away. The fan must have had 
a very low efficiency, perhaps not more than 30 or 40 per 
cent., but when the steam was turned on a little and the 
fan ran faster one of the men came back, saying it was 
cold, and turned down the steam. In other cases of suc- 
cessful ventilation of workingmen the respective temper- 
ature of working place and air supply were 98 degrees 
and 96 degrees, 112 and 109 degrees, 114 and 114 de- 
grees, 112 and 111 degrees, and others much higher could 
be adduced. 

These temperatures are comparable to those which ob- 
tain in steamer boiler rooms under ordinary conditions, 
and it would be possible to show that the higher temper- 
atures in tropical climates or under unfavorable condi- 
tions are not greater than those which have been met 
successfully on land. The following data from the 
French corvette Ariadne are old, but they are sufficient- 
ly representative. We give Fahrenheit reading:

The difference between the coal bunkers and the boiler 
room varied from 39 degrees to 68 degrees, the latter be- 
ing at Port Said when the ship was probably at anchor. 
The ventilation was entirely by deck funnels. As to the 
readings recorded, it is doubtful if the observations can 
be accepted without question, as the thermometers may 
have been exposed to direct radiation from the furnaces 
or hung against heated walls. It is noticeable that the 
boiler room was as hot in the German ocean as in the 
Mediterranean and Chinese seas, and if its high temper- 
ature is dependent on artificial conditions it can be con- 
trolled by artificial means. The readings given for the 
coal bunkers indicate that the temperature of the atmos- 
phere was not too great, even in the Red sea, for suc- 
cessful ventilation and refrigeration. 

Starting from the premise that at sea the humidity 
ratio is high, the system of individual refrigeration would 
include three essential requirements, (1) air warmed in 
a close conduit where it receives no moisture; (2) projec- 
tion of this air with its capacity for moisture thus raised 
directly upon the firemen; (8) the free use of water to 
produce perspiration, which by its prompt evaporation in 
the eagerly absorbing warm air current will cool the 
man’s body according to well-known laws. 

This system probably involves the use of artificial ven- 
tilation, but that is always present or provided for in 
ships of war and always in use at critical periods, such 
as a fight. Whether it is possible to apply it to deck 
ventilation is a question that probably depends upon 
constructive details of each ship. That the current from 
the funnels can be warmed and thus improved in quality 
is probably true, and it is also true that this warming 
would increase the men’s comfort instead of decreas- 
ing it. 

These are questions of application with which engi- 
neers must grapple. Our part is done in pointing out 
that there is a scientific method by which the ventilation 
of boiler rooms can be lifted out of its present condition 
of hideous inefficiency and that it is a method which is 
certainly applicable under the critical conditions of bat- 
tle. It deserves the attention of naval engineers. 

The unscientific notions which have governed the ac- 
tion even of distinguished engineers on this subject may 
be illustrated by the following history: In cutting one 
of the long Swiss tunnels the men suffered severely from 
heat, though the temperature, about 80 degrees, was not 
to be compared to that in the fire room of a modern 
steamship. Two efforts were made for their relief. In 
the first cars of ice were run into the tunnel, with the 
result of increasing the discomfort of the men by the 
heightened humidity of the air. With this experience 
an opposite method was tried and cars loaded with un- 
slaked lime were run in, the object being to remove the 
objectionable humidity, but the heat produced was in- 
supportable. In this country perfect success has been 
obtained and men enabled to work steadily in much high- 
er temperatures by the simple device of preheating the 
air supply and projecting it directly upon the men’s 


bodies. 


Our general impression of an astrologer is that of a

many from the benefits of astrological forecast. Our 
correspondent, who comes down temporarily from his 
soarings among the stars to discourse with us on mun- 
dane themes, says: “I am sorry to know that people 
ure of the opinion that astrologers earn necessities of life 
both plentiful and easy. This, my dear sir, is not the 
case. True, my father and grandfather made quite an 
easy, as well as a luxurious, living. But they both were 
practicing medicine and surgery, using the science of 
horary astrology in conjunction with their knowledge 
of physics to ascertain the true nature of the patient’s 
ailments and to use their remedies accordingly, both at 


home and at a distance. Genethliacal astrology, or the 
science of calculating the fate of man, as well as pre- 


dicting future from and by the true moment of birth, is 
very laborious. For instance, one year’s future events 
in detail and dates is worth $10. Why? Because the 
time spent in calculating it is from twenty to twenty- 
five hours. Remember that twenty-nine seconds error 
in birth time throws a future event out of time from 
three to eight months, according to age. To do it ac- 
curately and right takes more time than any one has 
idea of. A general delineation is worth $5, because it 
takes at least from ten to twelve hours’ steady calcula- 
tion. In fact, the modus operandi of Genethliacal astrol- 
ogy is so laborious than no genuine, honest astrologer 
can average more than from $3 to $4 per day, and the 
majority do not make a living at all. So you see it does 
not matter how many orders comes in, nothing more can 
be made as said before on account of the time each na- 
tivity takes. Frauds and humbugs, to the contrary, fill 
all orders in very short time, caring nothing whether the 
deliniation is right or wrong. These unscrupulous ras- 
cals who advertise so elaborately and conspicuously of 
their ability and lucky spells, talismans and charms 
(why not apply it to themselves) draw large attention of 
the ignorant masses and at times elderly educated sim- 
pletons, make merchandise out of this sacred and sub- 
lime science and bring it into disrepute. The New York 
“World” is also very high in its rates, charging 60 cents 
a line, which is, honestly spoken, more than any genu- 
ine and honest astrologer can afford to pay, because we 
do not get our money back expended in advertising, and, 
therefore, so many great minds that have studied this 
science have abandoned it because of the opposition in 
all directions and failure of public patronage. The 
frauds and humbugs in the science should be rejected 
or made to pay such prices that they would be obliged 
to abandon their nefarious swindling. I wish to make 
these things clear to you, being an editor; both the 
modus operandi, as well as the general state of things, 
because very false ideas regarding the science are about.” 


The Vancouver “Independent” describes the effect of 
the new Army rifle upon a horse shot by Capt. EB. F. 
Eastman. Several shots were fired at the horse, the 
first striking the sub-maxillary near its articulation with 
the superior maxillary and it literally crushed that por- 
tion of the bone into bits. Another shot fired at the 
vitals tore a large hole in those organs from the effect of 
which the animal almost immediately sank down and ex- 
pired. Concerning the penetrating power of the rifle 
Capt. Eastman says that he fired at three dry pine sticks 
twelve inches in diameter set up on end and in line 
against a pine tree of equal diameter and that the bullet 
went through the three sticks and fully ten inches into 
the tree. He dug the bullet out and found that it showed 
no scratch or sign or being battered. After shooting the 
horse he fired at a fir tree three feet in diameter and 
the bullet passed through and well into a log lying be- 
yond. 


In an article in the “Household News” entitled “A

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HOWELL AUTOMOBILE TORPEDO. 

A paper on the Howell Automobile Torpedo was read 
before the Providence (R. I.) Association of Mechanical 
Engineers, Sept. 10, by Mr. J. E. Wilson, foreman of 
the Torpedo Division of the Hotchkiss Ordnance Co. 
Ltd. After some preliminary remarks upon the value of 
the torpedo as a weapon of war, attention was called to 
the Howell torpedo as one 
of especial interest to engi- 
neers and mechanics be- 
cause of the intricate and 
hitherto unsolved problems 
presented during its devel- 
opment, and the ingenious 
methods and devices em- 
ployed to accomplish re- 
sults. In connection with a 
detailed description of the 
mechanism of the torpedo 
Mr. Wilson said: “The 
Howell Automobile Torpedo 
takes its name from its in- 
ventor, Comdr. John A. 
Howell, U. S. N., (now 
Commodore), at present 
Commandant of the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard. His in- 
vention consisted of apply- 
ing the principles of the gy- 
roscope to the moving tor- 
pedo by means of a heavy 
fly-wheel, into which was to 
be stored sufficient energy— 
by imparting to it a high ro- 
tary velocity—to actuate all 
its moving mechanism, and 
still more than that, to the 
full accomplishment of its 
mission. 

“Automobile, because self- 
propelling and self-controll- 
ing. It was a most felici- 
tous mechanical combina- 
tion, and entitled to rank, 
as I think it does, with the 
foremost inventions of the 
age. None can witness certain of its performances 
without realizing this, so that when I say, as I did, that 
the fly-wheel does more than actuate all moving mech- 











most remarkable result of the combination. In mechan- 
ice we have not had occasion to become acquainted very 
much with the forces of gyroscopic action, except at 
moderate speeds; but when a wheel like this, weighing 
130 pounds or more, and about 14 inches in diameter, is 
revolved at the rate of 10,000 revolutions per minute, we 
find some manifestations out of the ordinary.

anism, it is because its high velocity develops a gyro- 
scopic influence which is at once the vitality potent and 


considerable resistance to any effort to suddenly divert 
it from its plane of rotation, if it is free to turn or roll 


transverse to said plane. As the entire weight of the 
torpedo is only 516 pounds, 14.2 inches in diameter, and 
about 11 feet long, made up of very light bronze shell, 
and is immersed in action in an unstable medium which 
presents very little resistance to vibration, think of the 
value of this law, as utilized to hold the weapon from 
horizontal deflection upon its course, assuming that the 
plane of rotation shall be maintained truly vertical. Ip 
order to insure this other devices are employed. 

“We look upon the Howell torpedo as an American in- 
vention and development, a typical American weapon, 
which is likely to be so recognized by our Government, 
to the exclusion of others now in the market, evidences 
of which are to some extent shown by its installation 
and use on many of our new cruisers, battleships and 
torpedo boats, and in other ways which are necessarily 
matters of business. Hence it is an open book to Amer- 
icans; and for one, with all due allowance to the fact 
that I chance to be identified with its construction, I 
take pride that America is independent of other coun- 
tries in this, as she is in pretty much all else which govs 
to make a ‘land of the free and home of the brave.’ ”

The ex-naval officers of the West, regular and volun- 
teer, are very much interested in the recent Court of In- 
quiry and court martial held upon Capt. George W. 
Sumner, the commanding officer of the Columbia 
charged with negligence, and all because the officers of 
a large docking corporation failed to put suffieient block- 
ing under the Pirate to prevent her from straining while 
in dry dock having her bottom cleaned and painted for 
her trial of speed across the Atlantic, which was done 
handsomely, and proved that if strained, as charged, she 
made the quickest trip across the Atlantic ever made by 
a vessel of war. The second charge was that he paid 
the bill for dockage. Well, had he not done so the 
company might have libelled the vessel for the amount 
due, a pretty position for the commanding officer of an 
American man-of-war to occupy in the eyes of our En- 
zlish cousins. Those of us who years ago served in 
the merchant marine and in the naval service believe 
this suspension to be simply an outrage perpetrated upon 
one of the best officers in the American Navy, and we 
are at a loss to account for it. Had this occurred in any 
other Navy of a civilized nation the ruler would have 
promptly set aside the verdict in recognition of his faith- 
ful public service in peace and war, and we are inclined 
to think that President Cleveland, when the whole ques- 
tion is presented to him, will have something to say in 
the matter, and eventually justice will be done him. 
We know that Capt. Sumner will not suffer in the esti- 
mation of the officers of the Navy, or his friends on 
shore, for any act done by him while in command of the 
Columbia or elsewhere. At Bluefields, Kiel and other 
points where he has been with his vessel he has gained 
the respect and good will of all having any official con- 
nection with him.

In that way you 
would get the very best of material for privates, because 
the best of young men would enlist fo get an education, and 
it would be one of the highest honors to hold a diploma 
as a graduate from the U. 8S. Army. This plan, with such 
suggestions and changes as officers of the Army would 
make to put it on a practical footing, if carried out, would 
in my opinion be a great benefit to the Army.

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THE WILMINGTON. 


LAUNCH OF THE NASHVILLE AND WILMINGTON. 


The light draft gunboats Nashville and Wilmington 
were successfully launched on Saturday, Oct. 19, 1895, 
at the works of the Newport News Shipbuilding & Dry 
Dock Co. The same set of ways served for both ships, 
which were placed tandem fashion. The slip in which 


f the two vessels were built, being long enough to accom- 


modate a 500-foot ship, was long enough for the Nash- 
ville, 233 feet 54% inches long, and the Wilmington, 251 
feet 10 inches. ‘rhe crane used in building them has a 
travel of 552 feet on a track placed 72 feet above the 
greund. It lifts 10 tons at a distance of 35 feet from 
the center of the track, or 6,000 pounds at the end of the 
125-foot arm. 

The light draft of the Nashville will enable her to en- 
ter many ports inaccessible to most war vessels. At her 
normal draft of 11 feet her displacement is 1,371 tons. 
She is schooner rigged and carries 390 tons of coal, a 
large amount’ in proportion to her size. She has two 
types of boilers, one for economical steaming, the other 
for speed, her maximum being 14 to 15 knots. She is de- 
signed for long cruises, and the excessive cylinder con- 
densation resulting from running the engines at low 
powers is avoided by disconnecting the low pressure cyl- 
inder of her quadruple expansion engines. ‘The condens- 
ing surface is 2,456 square feet. When cruising at mod- 
erate speeds, the low pressure cylinders being discon- 
nected, steam can be supplied to the two triple expan- 
sion engines so formed by either of the batteries of boil- 
ers. There are twin screws, and the condensers and 
all important parts of the machinery are in duplicate. 

The Nashville carries four 4-inch B. L. R. F. guns on 
the upper deck and four on the gun deck, the axis of 
those on the upper deck being 19 feet above the water 
line, so that they can be used in the roughest weather. 
There are also four 2-pdr. and two 1-pdr. R. F. guns 
and two Gatlings. Two and a quarter-inch nickel steel 
sponson plates built into the hull protect the guns on the 


gun deck. The upper deck guns have shields on their 
carriages. The 6-pdrs. have 1-inch sponson plates. There 
is one fixed torpedo tube mounted in the bow and one 
search light, placed just above the pilot house and for- 
ward of the foremast. 


PROGRESS OF NEW NAVAL VESSELS. 


Considerable progress has been made in pushing 
to completion ships under construction as _ a_ re- 
sult of the recent order of Secretary Herbert. 
A statement prepared by Chief Naval Constr. 


Hichborn shows that in case of emergency seven 
ships could be completed in an extremely short space of 
time. Three of these would be the battleships. Al- 
though the battleship Indiana is given a percentage of 
completion of 99 per cent., she will be placed in commis- 
sion as soon after the 1st of the month as possible, and 
her detail of officers and men is in course of preparation 
at the Navy Department. The work remaining to be 
done on this vessel is minor in character. The Ord- 
nance Bureau has decided to accept 100,000 pounds of 
13-inch powder for this vessel’s big guns. It was fur- 
nished by the Dupont Powder Co. A sample of this 
powder was tested at the Indian Head Proving Ground 
and gave slightly above the minimum velocity required— 
2,000 feet per second—and fell below the maximum pres- 
sure of 15 tons set by the Department. The Dupont 
Powder Co. has met with considerable difficulty in ob- 
taining a sample which would meet the requisite condi- 
tions and has had rejected several lots of 25,000 pounds 
each. The ammunition which has been accepted will be 
shipped at once to Philadelphia, where it will be placed 
in the Indiana’s magazine. 

The two other battleships—the Oregon and Massachu- 
setts—are behind the Indiana in point of completion. 
The Massachusetts has a percentage of 94 per cent. to- 
ward completion and the Oregon 93% per cent. The 
f-inch guns on board the Massachusetts have been 
mounted, and the vessel’s secondary battery is being 
placed in position. Her four 13-inch guns and eight 
Sinch guns, with their mounts, are being shipped from 
the Washington Navy Yard and ought to be in position 
by the first of the new year. The “Journal” gave the 
Status of the Oregon's armament. 

What is especially pleasing to the Department is the 
progress which has been made on the monitors Puritan, 
ferror and Monadnock, whose percentages of comple- 
tion are respectively 98, 97 and 96. The Puritan’s bat- 
tery is now being installed. The Terror’s battery is 
practically in place. The Monadnock’s armament has 
been shipped and some of it is in place. 

Immediately after the batteries have been installed in 
these vessels the construction work will be completed, 
and at the present rate of progress they ought to be 
ready for trial some months hence. These vessels have 
been building for years and the Department will be glad 
to see them out of the way. When completed they will 
be given trial trips to ascertain the action of the machin- 
ery and their speed. 

_ Besides the vessels referred to there are only five now 
in course of construction. Of these the cruiser Brook- 
lyn is 60 per cent. toward completion and the battleship 
lowa 46 per cent. The Nashville and Wilmington, gun- 
boats launched last week at the works of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Co., are 63 and 62 per 
cent., respectively, and the Helena, the third gunboat un- 
der construction by this company, is 61 per cent. The 
elena will be launched shortly. 

The trial of the ram Katahdin will take place on the 
Long Island Sound course on either Oct. or 30. The 
Board of Inspection and Survey will have as its presi- 
dent on this occasion Capt. Henry F. Picking, who has 
been assigned temporarily to this billet. he boards 
which are to conduct this trial are composed of practi- 








The Wilmington and her consort, the Helena, nearly 
ready for launching, are designed for river service. Her 
draft is 9 feet and her displacement 1,391 tons. She is 
designed to meet the requirements of roomy and well- 
vertilated quarters, so as to provide for refugees, as in 
the case of missionaries, and to enable her to carry a 
large landing party. She has berthing capacity for many 
men besides her crew, and carries ships’ boats of an un- 
usual size, her steam cutter and sailing launch being 
each 33 feet long, or as large as those supplied to the 
heaviest battleships. In external appearance she will re- 
semble a small battleship, as she has a large military 
mast with two military tops, similar in all respects to the 
one on the battleship lowa, and which serves to com- 
mand the banks of a river or houses in any town where 
she may have to prevent rioting. A conning tower on 
the mast just below the first military top enables the 
ship to be maneuvered at a height of 45 feet above the 
water line. Her after body has been largely cut and two 
rudders, protected by heavy braces, to enable her to 
run with safety into a river and swing around in a nar- 
row stream with the current. Her battery is the same 
as that of the Nashville and her guns are protected in 
the same manner. She is provided with a search light, 
placed on her military mast, but she has no torpedo 
tubes. The two vessels are expected to be completed 
during the coming winter. 

Secretary Herbert and a distinguished party left 
Washington on the Newport News to attend the launch- 
ing and arrived at their destination on Saturday morn- 
ing. Five vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron—the 
New York, Minneapolis, Columbia, Raleigh and Mont- 
gomery—were stationed in the waters near the place 
where the gunboats glided off their ways, and the New 
York gave a salute in honor of the Secretary's flag. The 
first boat launched was the Nashville, which was chris- 
tened by Miss Emma Thompson, of the city of Nash- 
ville. Miss Guild had originally been selected to officiate 
on this occasion, but on account of an accident to her 
brother she was compelled to return home and Miss 
‘Thompson was selected in her place. The Nashville took 
the water stern foremost and was hauled around to a 
dock, where she was tied up. Preparations were then 


cally the same officers who participated in the trial of 
the battleship Indiana. 

It has been decided to have as a figure head on the six 
composite gunboats an eagle with wings spread and 
clasping the bowsprit running between. On the gun- 
boats building at Newport News the bows are decorated 
with scrolls, as in the case of other new ships of the 
Navy. 

There will be no further delay in preparing the battle- 
ship Oregon for sea. The Navy Department has become 
tired of paying in the neighborhood of $1,100 a month to 
the Union Iron Works for taking care of this vessel 
pending completion and is now working industriously to 
get her out of the contractor’s hands. It is said that 
this activity is not due in any way to an idea of pros- 
pective trouble with any other nation, although it is ad- 
mitted that the vessel would be of great value in case a 
difficulty arose. Three of the 13-inch guns for this vessel 
have been shipped and as soon as a gun car returns the 
fourth will be sent to the works of the company building 
the ship. Two of the mounts for the 13-inch guns are 
already in San Francisco and the remaining mounts for 
these weapons were shipped to-day. ‘The shipment of 
the 8-inch guns has been commenced and it is expected 
that by the 1st of December the main and secondary bat- 
teries for this vessel will be in position. The armor for 
one turret of the Oregon is still undelivered, but, ac- 
cording to Commo. Sampson, this will be shipped to San 
Francisco some time next month and ought to be fitted 
to the ship by Dec. 1. It is expected that the Govern- 
ment’s trial of this vessel will take place during the win- 
ter and that she ought to be in commission during the 
spring or early summer of next year. 


THE NORTH ATLANTIC SQUADRON. 


The armored cruiser Maine is practically finished at 
the New York yard and orders have been issued to her 
to go to Newport to obtain a supply of torpedoes. She 
will then continue on her way to Portland, Me., where 
she will be given her christening present. The people of 
that State are anxious to see the vessel bearing the 
name of their commonwealth, and requests having come 
from the Mayor of Portland and other public men to 
have the ship visit their coast, the Department has is- 
sued the necessary orders. When these orders have been 
complied with the Maine will be assigned to the North 
Atlantic Squadron and will participate in the fleet ma- 
neuvers under Rear Adml. Bunce. The five vessels un- 
der the command of the Admiral, the New York, Minne- 
apolis, Columbia, Raleigh and Montgomery, are now in 
Hampton Roads, and, with the exception of the Mont- 
gomery, put to sea on Monday for another week’s drill 
at sea. The Montgomery is in need of repairs to her 
machinery and will go to Norfolk to have this work done. 
The coal tests she made in Southern waters have in- 
jured her machinery and it will take some weeks to put 
it in good condition again. ‘The New York is said to be 
in need of docking, and it is probable that in a couple of 
weeks orders will be issued to dock her either at Nor- 
folk or New York for the purpose of cleaning and paint- 
ing her bottom. 

The Texas, which is at Fortress Monroe, is expected 
to leave this week for New York, where she will be 
docked and her circulating pumps reduced in size. It will 
probably be some weeks before the Texas is finished and 
ready to be assigned to a squadron. It is probable that 
this vessel will be ordered to Texas when completed, so 
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made for the launch of the Wilmington. An hour later 
Miss Annie Gray, daughter of Senator Gray, of Dela- 
ware, dashed the bottle of champagne against the side 
of the gunboat and musically uttered the christening 
words. The Wilmington had a longer distance to go 
than her sister ship, and the spectacle she afforded as 
04 moved oon the ware was a very pretty one. Like 
1e Nashville, she took the water gracefully, leav 
ways smoking behind her. ° a 

After the launching the Secretary’s party and a num- 
ber of olficers of the squadron went to the building occu- 
pied by the company as its office, where a banquet was 
served. Upon its completion Mr. Orcutt, the presiderit 
of the company, gave as a toast, “iue President,” to 
which the Rey. Dr. Mackay-Smith responded. Secre- 
tary Herbert made an eloquent reply to the toast, “The 
American Navy.” Mr. Orcutt made a brief speech and 
other addresses were made and the party then visited 
the squadron, where they were entertained by Rear 
Adml. Bunce and the officers under his command, The 
Secretary’s party went to Fortress Monroe, where a 
dance was given, and left at 16 o’clock for Washington. 
A number of the officers of the fort attended the ban- 
quet, among them Col. Royal 'T, Frank, of the 1st Art., 
the commandant of the post, and several officers of the 
3d Art., including Capt. John L. Tiernon.

that, as in the case of the Maine, the people of the Lone 
Star State can have an opportunity of inspecting the 
battleship which bears the name of their State. 

Although the battleship Oregon will not be ready until 
early next summer, lively interest is being manifested as 
to the oflicer who will be selected as her Commander. 
Capt. Purnell F. Harrington, president of the Steel 
Board, is suggested as being the most likely officer. 
Comdr. Francis A. Cook, who is No. 1 on the list of offi- 
cers of the grade of Commander, will be promoted to a 
Captaincy upon the retirement of Rear Adm]. Carpenter 
in February next, and he will be available for this duty. 
It is believed that either he or Capt. Harrington will be 
assigned to this battleship. The commanding officer of 
the Oregon will probably be assigned to duty in connec- 
tion with the vessel before she is ready to go inte com- 
mission, as in the case of the Indiana. 


ORDNANCE NOTES. 


_ With the completion of the rust test of the Driggs- 
Schroeder gun, the competitive test of field gun mechan- 
isms was completed on Monday last at the Sandy Hook 
Proving Ground. The Driggs-Schroeder gun, it is un- 
derstood, was opened and one round was fired in the rust 
test in 41 seconds. The test of field gun mechanisms has 
occasioned a great many casualties. Two guns suffered 
accidents resulting in the destruction of life and proper- 
ty. The Driggs-Schroeder gun made an excellent record. 
The report of the board which tested the guns is ex- 
pected within a few weeks and action is then expected 
by Brig. Gen. Flagler, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
looking to the adoption of a type of field gun mechanism 
for the service. Mr. Driggs, of the Driggs Co., left 
Washington on Tuesday for Philadelphia, where he con- 
ducted a trial of one of his mechanisms, the usual bolt 
being replaced by wood. 

The Spanish have lately secured a new rifle which 
their military authorities consider superior to any other. 
It is of the mitrailleuse type, and has a range of from 
880 to 2,200 yards. It will fire up to twenty or thirty 
shots a minute, and has a self-cocking action, thus be- 
ing ready for firing again immediately after every shot. 
It can be produced, it is said, for about $15. It cannot 
be fired unawares, an accidental discharge being ren- 
dered impossible by a clever arrangement of the trigger. 
The weapon has no recoil and the powder is completely 
burnt out. It also weighs less than the regulation rifle 
of other nations. The French are considering a new 
rifie which is loaded automatically beneath what in 
other weapons is called the breech, so as to enable the 
user to maintain a continuous fire as long as there are 
any cartridges left. It is the invention of an English- 
man who has been a resident in Paris for a considerable 
period. 

London “Tit-Bits” reports that an immense number of 
the officers of the British Army who go on foreign serv- 
ice, especially when one of England’s “little wars” is ex- 
pected, provide themselves with certain easily recognized 
protections. A West End gunsmith who sells a great 
many chain mail body protectors, which fit almost like 
an ordinary vest, and are very expensive, sells a large 
number of them to army men, and he not long sent 
a gross, as many as he could get made in the to 
Japan, where they were snapped up like wildfire. ‘The 
most usual type of these protections consists of fine but 
beautifully tempered single chains, inclosed in soft leath- 
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er, which run along the shoulders, down the outer side 
of the arms, and over certain parts of the body. These 
ean either be sewn into a particular tunic, or they can be 
adjusted separately and put on like harness. The most 
valuabie of all chains, in connection with accoutrements, 
are those which guard the head; and in cases where the 
regulation cap or helmet is not sufficiently protected in 
this way, specially made chains are sewn inside the same 
and covered by the lining. 

The Ordnance Department of the Navy has received 
from the Carnegie and Bethlehem companies their sug- 
gestions as to the character of the specifications for the 
armor for the proposed battleships. The suggestions re- 
fer particularly to the methods of inspection to be em- 
ployed by the Ordnance Department and many of them 
will be adopted. Now that the replies have been re- 
ceived, the specifications will be put in print, and when 
this is done their further discussion between the Ord- 
nance Department and the armor firms will follow. The 
penalty for delays in the delivery of the armor will re- 
main in the specifications, and there will be a change in 
the character of the ballistic test of the armor for ac- 
ceptance, which has already been referred to in the 
“Journal.”” I learned to-day the particulars of the speci- 
fications in this respect. ‘Che G-inch gun will be em- 
ployed to test all armor between 5% inches up to 
inches. The 8-inch gun from that thickness up to 12 
inches, and the 10-inch gun from 12 inches to 14 inches. 
The 12-inch gun will be used in firing against the 15- 
inch armor to be furnished, this being the thickest plates 
which will be fitted to the new battleships.

Her Majesty’s surveying ship Penguin has found 4 
hole in the South Pacific, where 4,900 fathoms, a little 
more than 5% miles, were run out without touching bot- 
tom, the wire breaking. ‘The greatest depth recorded 
heretofore has been 4,655 fathoms in the North Pacific 
between the Aleutian Islands and Japan. Another 
sounding there was 4,643 fathoms without touching bot- 
tom.

Commo. Matthews, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 

Docks, has postponed the opening of bids on the proposal 
for the construction of a pumping plant in the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard, for which the last Congress made an appre 
priation of $60,000. This is due to the proposition now 
before the Department of centralizing all the boiler 
power at the Navy Yard into one plant. A board ~on- 
sisting of Capt. A. H. McCormick, Chief Engr. Edward 
Farmer and Naval Constr. F. 'T. Bowles is investigating 
the advisability of adopting this idea, and its report is 
expected any day. Such a proposition was advanced 
some years ago, but no action was ever taken. It is said 
that in some respects such a plan would be economical.

WHEELMEN FOR WAR. 
We find in a French service paper, the “Revue du 


Cercle Militaire,” edited by Lieut. Col. G. L. Marchand, 
this Theme,” which will interest the Association of Mil- 
itary Wheelmen. ““Theme: A South party advancing upon 
Saint Quentin by way of Campregni and Noyor is pre- 
ceded by an advance guard of one squadron, one bat- 
talion and two mounted batteries designed to secure its 
debouche at Ham, beyond the line of the River Somme 
and the Crozat Canal. 

“A North party proceeding via Saint Quentin upon 
Chaulmes direct upon Ham from Saint Quentin, a de- 
tachment of one squadron, three battalions of the 87th, 
with a section of cyclists and two mounted batteries, 
charged with the duty of seizing Ham and securings of 
the Somme and the Crozat Canal. 

“Execution: The advance guard of the South party, 
consisting of a squadron of Cuiraissiers, had passed the 
night at Roupy, where it was to break camp at 7 A. M., 
the head of the column of the North party leaving Saint 
Quentin at 5:30 A. M. To support its squadron of cav- 
ilry the section of wheelmen, two officers and twenty 
men, left Saint Quentin fifteen minutes bofore the de- 
jarture of the main column, reached Roupy at 5:55 
A. M., and found the squadron of cavalry menaced by 
a part of the enemy’s cavalry, which had driven in its 
pickets and was about to force it from its position. Ad- 
vancing beyond Roupy, on the road toward Ham, the 
wheelmen rallied the retreating cavalry and with a well- 
lireeted volley drove the enemy’s cavalry back upon 
Fluguié¢res. Thus, thanks to the celerity of the wheel- 
men, the cavalry received timely support, and the vil- 
lage of Roupy remained in possession of the troops of 
the North party. 

“But this first success of the wheelmen did not end 

there. Deceived by their presence in the village, the 
enemy believed Roupy to be occupied in force and halted 
the head of its column on the heights of Fluguiéres, de- 
ployed its artillery near that village and its infantry to the 
horth of the road and greeted the cyclists with a fire of 
artillery, For an hour, and until the arrival of the main 
column of. the North party, which had hastened its 
march, the enemy was held in check. Thus the group of 
yclists enabled the cavalry of the North party to check 
the enemy’s advance and compelled the South party to 
deploy prematurely. 
“On the arrival of the Lieutenant Colonel command- 
ing the North party at Roupy he received a report of the 
situation, and without further reconnaissance he at once 
ade his dispositions for attack. 

“As we see by this example, the importance of rapidly- 
moving infantry to support cavalry is indisputable. 
Without the group of cyclists the cavalry of the North 
party would have been repulsed, Roupy occupied and the 
Column arrested in its march upon Ham, almost imme- 
liately upon leaving Saint Quentin. Besides, the enemy, 
leceived by the fire of the group leaving Roupy, badly 
informed as to the force occupying the village, had been 
bliged to halt and put itself on the defensive. Twenty 
foot soldiers had accomplished this result. Twenty foot 
oldicrs possessing, in addition to long range muskets and 
‘mokeless powder, those other masterful conditions, ce- 


Herity of movement and freedom of action.” 


We might suggest to Col. Marchand that if the officer 
‘ommanding the advance guard of the South party in 
his instance had had the experience of actual war that 
kome of our American soldiers have had he would not 
lave imagined that the fire of twenty wheelmen indi- 
‘ated the presence of an enemy in force. Yet we have 
hown so good a soldier as Gen. Erasmus D. Keyes to 
’e deceived by the fire of a few sharp shooters into the 
dea that he had a heavy force in front of him. 

Proceeding further to unfold this theme, our French 
ontemporary shows that during the following day the 





little body of wheelmen, “thanks to the celerity of its 
movements, had been able to move upon Ham, to injure, 
or, to speak more exactly, to destroy the enemy’s convoy 
and then to follow and harass it without intermission; 
they had then gained rapidly, by preceding both the horse 
artillery and the cavalry, a position from which the 
South party could continue to play its role against the 
enemy's troops. The evening of that same day the group 
of cyclists re-entered Saint Quentin. During the maneu- 
vers of these two days the group went either on bicycle 
or on foot, about 100 kilometres, that is to say, two- 
thirds of what they could each day accomplish without 
fatigue. They had proved that the infantry cyclist may 
be a valuable auxiliary to cavalry, a swift auxiliary, al- 
ways within reach, constantly ready to start, free in its 
movements, silent, easily hidden, capable of arresting 
the success of an enemy’s cavalry, contributing largely 
to that part of the action of cavalry which has been 
justly compared to that of a fly, harassing troops upon 
the march, destroying their convoys, obliging their col- 
umns to be on guard at every point and to constantly 
deploy, subjecting them to losses, delays, stoppages, in a 
word, keeping the enemy, by its sudden and abrupt ap- 
pearances, in a perpetual state of excitement and fa- 
tigue, very prejudicial to the moral condition of columns 
on the march.”

THE BIDS FOR RAPID-FIRE GUNS. 

The Driggs Ordnance Co.,in its protest against Capt. 
Sampson's action in ordering fifty field guns to be built at 
the Washington Navy Yard, says: 

“It has been announced at the Navy Bureau of Ordnance 
that 100 rapid-fire landing guns of the Fletcher pattern are 
to be constructed at the Washington Navy Yard, fifty now 
and fifty others at an indefinite date. This order is a re- 
sult of the competitive trial held last November, in which 
three guns were entered, viz., the Driggs-Schroeder, Hotch- 
kiss and Fletcher. The last-named gun (the one which the 
Ordnance Bureau has now decided to adopt) was not only 
reported upon by the board as vastly inferior to the others, 
but as a gun mechanism proved a complete failure. Con- 
trary to all fair understanding of competition, the Fletcher 
gun, after the trial, was removed to the Washington Navy 
Yard and there remodeled and repaired and then subjected 
to two private trials, in the absence of competitors. In both 
of these trials it failed to meet the requirements, and ad- 
verse reports were submitted by the trial board. As far as 
can be ascertained this gun has not yet been made to work 
satisfactorily, and it is now at the Washington Navy Yard 
in a damaged condition. Bids were recently invited by che 
Navy Department for the construction of 100 guns, the 
Driggs Ordnance Co, bidding on its Driggs-Schroeder gun, 
which is a standard arm and which passed a satisfactory 
trial, and the Hotchkiss Co. bidding on the Fletcher, the 
patents on which it controls. It has been ascertained that 
the Driggs Ordnance Co.'s bid was below that of the Hotch- 
kiss and was acknowledged as not excessive, and yet the 
order was denied the Driggs Co. The Driggs Ordnance Co. 
claim that in view of having distanced their competitors, 
both on the poomms round and in prices, the contract 
should rightfully have been awarded them, and have there- 
fore appealed the case to the Secretary of the Navy. Froia 
what can be learned this is a most extraordinary case, and 
how the Bureau of Ordnance reached its present decision Is 
a mystery, for it does not appear to be in accordance with 
public pases to force private ordnance establishments into 
competition with the Government shops, and thus close 
plants that might, in time of necessity, be of great service 
to the Government; nor is it in the ine of economy to at- 
tempt the manufacture of a gun which has already failed 
when tried practically, no matter how fair may be its prom- 
ises in theory, when a well-tried gun, meeting all the re- 
quirements, may be obtained.”

ANNUAL RIFLE COMPETITIONS, NEW YORK GUARD. 


The annual matches for the State and brigade trophies, 
shot at Creedmoor on Oct. 10, 1895, resulted in somewhat 
of a surprise. It was the general opinion that the principal 
contest of the day, that for the State trophy, would be 
concluded with either the 7th or 12th Regt. teams winners, 
this opinion being based on the high scores of both or- 
ganizations in the same contest last year. The team from 
the 23d Regt., however, came to the front and won the con- 
test, making a score of 991 points out of a possible 1,200, 
which was 24 points ahead of their nearest competitor, the 
12th Regt.

Irving. late of the Naval Battn. of New York, is making 
excellent progress, and its drills held weekly on its practice 
ship at Hoboken are well conducted. A Signal Corps for 
the battalion will be organized at an early date. The fol-

S. Minnesota having been completed, _ = Weeks, with 
twenty-five officers and men who have volunteered for the 
service, will leave Boston Friday afternoon for New York 
and assist in bringing the ship, which is to be the future 
quarters of the brigade home to Boston. The spar deck has 
been housed over and most of the fittings and furnishings 
allowed to remain in her. The State of Massachusetts will 
have to pay for the towing. The efforts of Lieut. Niblack to 
secure this ship with her fittings are greatly appreciated 
by both officers and men. 


NATIONAL GUARD ITEMS. 


The Association of Drum Majors of the New York N. G. 
will be held on the afternoon of Sunday, Oct. 27, at the 60th 
Regt. armory. 

Maj. G. J. Carroll, 7th Regt., Illinois N. G., was recently 
tried by G. C. M. for drunkenness, conduct prejudicial to 
good order and military discipline, and disrespect to his com- 
manding officer. He was found “Not guilty’ to the two 
first-named charges, but “‘Guilty’’ to the last-named, and 
was sentenced ‘“‘to be reprimanded in general orders."" The 
sentence was approved by the Commander-in-Chief, who 
said: ‘The sentence of the able and impartial court mar- 
tial which tried this case and the publication of the same ip 
general orders constitute a reprimand and render further 
words of censure unnecessary."’ 

Maj. Gen. Edwin A. McAlpin, Adjt. Gen. of New York, 
and Mrs. McAlpin have issued invitations to an “‘at home” 
on Oct. 29, 1895, in celebration of the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of their marriage. The guests will be received at the 
residence of Gen. McAlpin, Hillside, Sing Sing, N. Y., and 
for their accommodation a special train will leave the Grand 
Central Depot, N. Y. C. & H. R. R., at 7 o'clock TP. M., re- 
turning from Sing Sing at 11 P. M. 

“Impure water at the Niantic (Conn.) camp ground,” says 
the Boston “Herald,"’ “has caused an outbreak of typhoid 
fever among several organizations which attended the re- 
cent encampment of the National Guard. In one city 
Bridgeport—it is said that thirty-five cases among members 
of the Guard were traced to Niantic water. It is feared 
that two of those sick will die.” 

Tramps, it is said, are getting in their work on the Massa- 
chusetts State camp ground, and are causing Superintendent 
Landy a great deal of trouble. Recently the headquarter 
storehouses of the Ist, 6th and 8th Regts. and the artillery 
were broken into, the brass locks on the doors having been 
pried off.

them to perform their duties we apd under all circumstances 
The Naval Militia is also suitably supplied in these respects. 
For the National Guard the so-called ‘Merriam pack’ has 
been adopted, purchased and issued in lieu of the obsolete 
knapsack, this pack having been found, after many varioys 
and exhausting trials, the best now to be obtained for cay. 
rying the needed impedimenta."’ There are no shelter tents 
however, or woven cardridge belts, which Gen. Henry bas 
recommended be supplied. In view of the fact that the 
Guard will soon be supplied with a new rifle, the State 
military authorities have thought it unwise to expend thoy. 
sands of dollars for cartridge belts for .50 caliber cartridges 
which the adoption of a rifle of lesser caliber would make 
useless. Shelter tents, in view of the fact that the Guar 
is supplied with rubber ponchos, are also considered unnec. 
essary. The State nas a supply of conical and wall tents for 
troops in the field. 


THE WIMBLEDON CUP. 


The “Army and Navy Journal’ in a recent issue had this
